Lately there has been a lot of ran- 
ting and raving about defending 
“American” interests in the Middle 
East and ‘“‘standing up* to the So- 
viet Union. Carter, who is using all 
this to insure himself a second term 
in the White House, is now calling 
for draft registration and greatly in- 
creased military spending. 

Although the so-called ‘Carter 
doctrine’ may appeal to the sense of 
honor and national pride still felt by 
a large section of the American peo- 
ple, it is worth examining just what it 
will cost and who exactly will be 
making the sacrifices the President 
is callling on us all to make. 


War Economy 
First of all, Carter’s call for 
“3% real growth” in defense 
spending ignores the fact that the 
military budget is already grossly 
bloated. We have suffered through 








a decade of rising.inflation due in 


urge part to the Government's 
devaluation of the dollar in order to 
pay for the Vietnam War and other 
military waste, 
Also, even if the present crisis 
doesn't lead to war, we will be left 
with an even greater stock of arma- 
ments and war material than be- 
fore. Since these things cannot be 
consumed or used to produce other 
things, they can only serve as a 











drain on the already depleted re- 
sources of the US. Even the term 
‘national defense’ with regards to 
these things is a joke, since the - 
tary defense of the US is a full scale 


nuclear war would be impossible. 
The entire mythology about how 
military spending is good for the 
economy should be scrapped. Even 
though some jobs may be created at 
first, the long-range effect is not 
only economic instability, but a 
trade-off where military nftscle is 
swapped for rebuilding the cities, 
the railroads, dying industries such 
as steel, etc. The Carter Doctrine 
may succeed in keeping.the US 
number one militarily, but it will re- 
duce the country to the status of an 
underdeveloped nation economical- 
ly. 
A Massive Stockade, 


But it is not only economically: 
that working people will pay for the 
return of the Cold War. Political re- 
pression. and, the slow. but sure 
transformation of the US into a, 
massive stockade will surely follow, 
making the McCarthy era of the 
1950's look mild in comparison. 

In his State of the Union mes- 
sage, (perhaps better referred to as 
a bugle call), Carter stated that ‘*... 
we need to remove unwarranted re- 
straints...” from the CIA and other 
intelligence agencies, By allowing 
See War, Page 3.

After completely out-classing the 
Liberal opposition in the legislative 
debate on the wording of the refer- 
endum question it appears likely 
that the Parti Quebecois (PQ) will 
push for a late-May Vote with May 
20 being the most likely choice. The 
decision will be based on the returns 
from a massive fund raising and 
opinion sampling blitz conducted 
by 20,000 PQ party workers at the 
end of March. 

The Liberals chose to stick to an 
attack on the wording of the refer- 
endum question terming it “ambi- 
guous and deceitful.” The PQ on 
the other hand took the opportu- 
nity, provided by live TV coverage 
of the debate, to paint a glowing 
picture of an independent Quebec. 
Asa result the Liberals came across 
as carping pessimists and readily 
conceded that they had “lost” the 
debate, 

The Liberals, however, were 
dead on in their criticisms. The PQ 
do the people of Quebec a great 
disservice by suggesting that inde- 
pendence can be achieved without 
any hardship whatsoever. True in- 
dependence, as Pierre Vallierres.d 
clares in his book The Impossible 
Quebec, “will never be attained 
without action that is socialist, anti- 
imperialist, self-managing and eco- 
logical in nature.” 

Such action would encounter re- 
sistance from not only the 




















Canadian federal government ‘but 
also the United States which already 
sees in Levesque’s feeble posturings 
the seeds of a “northern Cuba” de- 
spite the PQ’s pathetically eager at- 
tempts to reassure the U.S. govern- 
ment that an independent Quebec 
would be content to remain a vassal 
state within the American Empire. 
The PQ’s plan for ‘‘independence” 
foresees no break with consumerism, 
capitalism or class society. And as 


such it is a fraud that must be stren- 
uously opposed: An independent 
Quebec can only be the result of a 
mass based socialist revolution made 
by individuals prepared for a radi- 
cal break with existing modes ofso- 
cial organization - 
Such a revolution will not be ac- 
complished® by stuffing pieces of 
paptr into a ballot box, Such a rev- 
olution will not be the product of 
the elitist machinations of political 





revolution can only be,the result of 
the autonomous action of the work- 
ing class. 

Itis for these reasons that the An- 
archist Communist Federation calls 
for abstention in the independence 
referendum. Neither the PQ’s inde- 
pendence fraud nor the Liberals’ re- 


vised status quo truly represents the 
needs and aspirations of the Que- 
becois. The dream of independence 
can only become a reality if the 
people of Quebec are wil

Comrades, 

You have no doubt received 
much comment on The Politics of 
Topless, I have worked in the sex 
industry and have had a number of 
friends who have worked in it and I 
would like to make some commen- 
ts, 

First, the sex industry, like most 
industry, is owned and controlled 
by the capitalists. The workers in 
the industry sell their labor to the 
capitalists. They are wage slaves, 
and it is condescending and 
moralistic to condemn them 
because they choose one job over 
another, unless one also condemns 
every worker who works in an in- 
dustry one deems ‘“‘wrong”’. 

Second, a person’s body is their 
own, to do with what they please. If 
they want to dance naked on stage, 
that is their right, Some people en- 
joy it. If someone wants to have sex 
for money instead of romance, 
thats their decision. I give workers 
in the industry credit for being more 
in touch with their own sexuality, 
and less hung up with conventional 
“morality” in expressing it, than 
most people, anarchists included. 

Third, there is heavy State 
harassment of workers in the in- 
dustry. The workers — the prosti- 
tutes, projectionists, clerks ete. — 
not the pimps and owners, are the 
ones who get arrested. In fact, the 
bosses will set up troubleseome

workers to get rid of them. There is 
a wide-spread anti-state sentiment 
among the workers, born of ex- 
perience. Where else is arrest a daily 
occupational hazzard.? 

Fourth, the sex industry fills a 
need. The ‘repression of normal 
sexuality by the church, the State, 
and society generally, has produced 
people who cannot relate to their 
sexuality in open, ‘loving, interper- 
sonal ways. And most of us find 
‘ourselves without a sexual partner 


at times. 
If a person cannot relate to their 


sexuality “normally” —* i.e. sex 
with a partner! for mutaal satis- 
faction within a broader relation- 
ship — they need to find other 
ways. Some choose casual sex, for 
money or mutual satisfaction. 
Others choose to masturbate, 
perhaps aided by erotica. Some 
don’t relate to it at all. 

As always, where there is a need, 
the capitalists will “fill” it if they 
can make a buck doing so. This was 
the point of the so-called ‘Sexual 
Revolution” a device to increase 
awareness of the need so it could be 
exploited. They needed a “‘revolu- 
tion” to do so because this was a 
legitimate need that had long been 
repressed by the Church and State, 
rather than a pseudo-need they 
created themselves. 

. Ina free society, people will come 
together to méet their needs, be 
they sex or. food, in mutually 
satisfactory ways. In the meantime, 


we are fed plastic sex and plastic 
food. We can’t reject them without 
creating alternatives.

Dear NAA, 

i want to respond to Frank 
Steven’s ‘sympathetic perspective’ 
piece, his Politics of Topless. I’m 
angry after reading it. The article is 
a crystal-clear example of how some 
men in the ‘anarchist movement’ 
continue to unquestioningly em- 
brace the cultural privilege that 
comes with a penis: by choosing not 
to understand patriarchy as part of 
the hierarchy they so passionately 
(yet most of the time, 
theoretically—) combat. Why? 
Because ignoring this privilege 
benefits those who have it, and 
leaves them free to dream of a 
‘revolution’ after which the only 
change in sexual relations between 
men and women would be one of 
quantity! 

Frank Stevens talks a lot about 
sexuality in alienated society and 
Sex-as-commodity. We can all relate 
to these problems. But his use of the 
words ‘sexual and social freedom’ 
wake me up to the fact that he’s not 
speaking the same language as me: 

. „there are dozens of maga- 
zines available in every grocery 
store that ‘sell’ sexual freedom . . .” 

“*. . if a few women are to be 
allowed somewhat greater social 
Sreedom” (he speaks of topless 
dancers—) “they have to be remin- 
ded constantly that they are inferior 
. « .” (italics mine) 

Are womyn’s splayed legs in 
magazines ‘sexual freedom’ to 
Frank Stevens? Does womyn’s 
‘social freedom’ consist of dancing 
around naked for a bunch of men 
who pay? 

It doesn’t benefit Frank Stevens 
to consider these questions at all 
before going on to make distinc- 
tions bétween sex-as-a-commodity 
(which he pledges will ‘decline with 
time” because it is ‘*boring’”’—) and

For Frank Stevens, 
these consumers fall into two cam- 
ps, the ‘bad’ guys (those that treat 
the dancers in blatantly obnoxious 
ways—) and” the ‘good’ guys, 
(“those men who go to the clubs 
precisely because the macho role.is 
no longer of interest to them.’”) 

Why FS makes this distinction is 
his business, but how a man who 
has ‘no interest’ in the macho role 
can pay to look at a woman's 
breasts or genitals is beyond me. 
(Are we to have a revolutionary 
movement made up of womyn, and 
‘non-machos’ who still enjoy a 
good peep show?) 

FS wants those on the Left. to 
wipe off our “smirk of moral 
superiority’, if we happen to have 
one on, and to realize we are not 
so much different from “those who 
work in the sexual fantasy in- 
dustry.” The fact is, many womyn 
already realize that the ‘fantasy’ 
that nude dancers or pornography 
weave is not fantasy at all, but sim- 
ply an enactment of our male- 
defined ‘place’ in society, without 
benefit of polite, progressive, or 
liberal wrappings. Yes, we are cun- 
ts. Yes, we are tits. Yes, we are here 
to entertain:

true, but where is exploitation not 
Present? Are we not all exploited in 
a thousand ways from the day of 
our birth?” he misses the point that 
there is a very basic oppression 
going on, one that has more to do 
with colonization than work condi- 
tions. 

When the dancers “reacted in 
bewilderment” to a Womyn, Take 
Back the Night! march, they reac- 
ted like the old slave in the Cuban 
film, The Last Supper; when he was 
‘given’ his freedom, he too reacted 
in ‘bewilderment’ — he nearly gave 
his freedom back from the mere 
fright of its alien-ness and power. 
His freedom now threatened his en- 
tire self-image, not to mention his 
@conomic situation. 

I can imagine the dancers peeking 
out the door on the night of the 
march and seeing womyn, alien sis- 
ters, dressed in functional and com- 
fortable_ clothes of their own 
choosing, yelling to shut down the 
very establishments that fed the 
dancers; the establishments and the 
world inside them, that, like 
husbands, may break one’s limbs or 
give black eyes but who usually 
come through in the end with 
money to live on. (And acceptance 
and approval, too, for being ‘what 
a woman should be.’) 

‘There has never been ‘sexual free- 
dom’ for womyn (don’t kid your- 
self about the 60s, Frank —) except 
for those who refuse to swallow 
male definitions of sexual freedom. 
There will never be freedom at aif 
until womyn start defining what 
freedom means for themselves, 
And, hear! Frank Stevens, 1 want 
revolution, too — but if there’s 
going to be dancing, it’s got to be 
for the pleasure of the dance, and 
open to everyone, ‘cause if there’s 
any leering ‘revolutionaries’ stan- 
ding around, we’ re all lost.

Return of the Draft 


Carter's call for the ‘‘revitaliza~ 
tion’? of the Selective Service Sys- 
tem means the return of the draft in 
the near future. Reinstitution of 
registration is the first step to-sub- 
jecting young men, and very pos- 
sibly young women, to the sort of 
enslavement that many of us fought 
hard against not even a decade ago. 

The return of the draft would al- 
so make it easier for the military 
big-wigs to involve the US in more 
of such brutal affairs as Vietnam, 
by assuring them an ample supply 
of soldiers, that is to say, cannon- 
fodder. The one thing it will not do, 
contrary to current propaganda, is 
alter the military balance of power 
between the US and the USSR. 


Middle East Power-Play 


One region where this balance of 
power has become more and more 
crucial to the two. super-powers is 
the Middle East. This area has al- 
ways been a focal point of inter- 
national conflict, but as events in 
Iran and Afghanistan have demon- 
strated, it may become the staging 
ground for World War III. 

After World War II, the strong- 
est nations in the world, militarily, 
politically and economically were 
the US and USSR, These two giants 
divided the world into two spheres 
of influence, substituting ‘God- 
father’ style, protection-racket im- 
perialism for the old-fashioned, 
European-style colonialism 

For the past 35 years, this contin- 
uing competition“has been an im- 
portant factor in the major conflicts 
in the region. For instance, the 






















rael and Egypt, mediated by the 
US, was not so much the result of 
US goodwill as self-interest. In re- 
turn for the promise of peace and 
US aid, Egypt abandoned its for- 
mer ‘sugar daddy’, the USSR, and 
both Egypt and Israel have offered 
the US military bases. 

The Same motives are behind the 
US criticisms of Israel's policies in 
the occupied territores and inter- 
vention in Lebanon. The US is try- 
ing to appeal to ‘moderate’ Arab 
states, hoping that their fears about 
Soviet bases in South Yemen and

MORE TOPLESS 
Dear NAA, 

When I first read the article 
Politics of Topless, I thought it was 
a worthwhile article. Upon discus- 
sing it with friends and rereading it 
in a critical light I see I have serious 
difficulties with the view of the 
author. 

It is easy to understand and sym- 
pathize with women who allow their 
sexuality to be exploited. All of us 
are aware of the economic and 
social forces which bind all of us in 
chains of oppression and exploita- 
tion. The article did much to illumi- 
nate some of the specific forms 
these chains take for topless wait- 
Tesses, but that is about all the article 
did. 

The feminist struggle as 1 under- 
stand it is the struggle to eliminate 
exploitation and oppression of 
women because of their sex. For 
Mr. Stevens, the author of the ar- 
ticle, to give the idea that somehow 
women involved in the “sexual fan- 
tasy industry” is not only absurd, it 
is an affront to all those women 
(and men) who are consciously and 
explicitly attempting to destroy 
sexism in this society. 

As a working person actively in- 
volved in the struggles of the 
working class I can understand and 
in certain respects sympathize with 
the.women who are exploited in sex 


















the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 
will outweigh their opposition to 
US-Israeli ties. The US thus hopes 
fo encourage them to be more ‘co- 
operative’, thereby allowing it to 
“Expand our own sphere of 
friendship.. as Carter put it so 
glowingly. 

The Afghan “Revolution” 


Back in 1939, when the USSR 
and Nazi Germany were negotiating 
the Hitler-Stalin pact, the Soviet 
Foreign minister Molotov declared 
that it was only possible “...provi- 
ded that the area south of Batum 
‘and Baku, in the general direction 
of the Persian Gulf, is recognized as 
the focal point of the aspirations of 
the Soviet Union.” 

This area includes Afghanistan, 
which, as can be seen from the e- 
cent invasion, is still the focal point 
of Soviet aspirations. This explains 
why, when the Amin government 
seemed to be straying too far from 
the Soviet line, and was unable to 
crush the growing rebellion, the 
USSR intervened to overthrow him. 
and replace him with someone more 
to their liking. 

There are, however, many so- 
called Left groups that have endors- 
ed the invasion, claiming that the 
Soviet Union was acting on behalf 
of the Afghan “‘revolution”’. Noth- 
ing could be more absurd. How can 
a military coup, which places power 
in a political party with no base of 
support but middle-class intellec- 
tuals and Army officers, be consi- 
dered a revolution? Even if the new 
government has tried to push 
through some important reforms, 
as has been argued by the pro-So- 
viet apologists, how effect 
they be if they are rammed down 
the throats of an unwilling populace 
by an unpopular, oppressive 
government. This is further aggra- 
vated by the fact that the govern- 
































‘of a foreign power, in this-case the 
USSR. 

At this point we should make it 
clear that we have no illusions a- 
bout the nature of the Afghan res 
istance to the Soviet invasion. It 
probably true that it is dominated 
to a large extent by the most reac- 
tionary elements of Afghan society, 
such as landlords, Islamic clergy, 
etc. But this in itself does not make 
the Soviet invasion any less imper- 
ialist or any more ‘‘progressive’’. 
The history of Soviet ‘‘interven- 
tions” on behalf of ‘revolutions’? 







industries. If you apply the same 
Standards to these women ifi their 
relationship to the struggle for 
women’s emancipation as we do to 
workers, and how they relate to the 
struggles for the emancipation of 
the working class, we can come to 
no other conclusion than that these 
women are scabs and scissorbills. 

As individuals we can understand 
them. As a group though they act as 
a break to woman's solidarity.. In 
the struggles against patriarchy 
women in the various sex industries 
function much like scabs do in 
breaking working class solidarity. 

The feminist movement in its 
struggle for human liberation has 
waged a consistent and continuous 
battle on the psychological as well 
as the material levels. Radical 
feminist theory developed through 
long and arduous struggle has iden- 
tified many of the psychological 
weapons of patriarchy. The 
material weapons are only too ap- 
parent. 

‘One of the major weapons patri- 
archy uses (in league with its institu- 
tional supports, capitalism and the 
state) to keep women in there place 
is the objectification of women. 
Patriarchy demands that women be 
seen and used as sexual objects by 
men. Capitalism uses this as an op- 
portunity to make profits, and thus 
acts to perpetuate the psychology of 
woman as sex object. The state acts 
to aid and support patriarchy by 
creating and defending the social 
conditions under which women are 











has been one of crushing genuine 
worker’s revolutions, such as East 
Germany in 1953 and Hungary in 
1956, in order to preserve their pup- 
pet states in Eastern Europe, and 
maintain their own sphere of 
friendshi 
The situation in Iran has also 
given the Soviets cause to intervene 
in Afghanistan. Besides the possi- 
bility of US intervention there, the 
USSR is worried about the upsurge 
of Islamic militancy and nation- 
alism which could incite the oppres- 
sed, Islamic minorities inside its 
own borders. The Soviet Union has 
already twice occupied parts of I- 
ran, once after the Bolshevik 
revolution and later in 1948. 


The Empire of Oil 


Control of the Straits of Hormuz 
and the Persian Gulf, the centre of 
Middle East oil traffic, is still a ma- 
jor US concern. As early as 1924, 
the German libertarian socialist, Ot- 
to Ruhle stated that “‘...After the 
ending of WW I, the most pressing 
imperative for America, if it did not 
want to lose again the hegemony 
won over world economic domains, 
was to bring the oil production of 
the world into its own hands, in or- 
der to thus monopolize the guaran- 
tees of its ascendency..,”” 

Since then, the US government, 

in concert with the predominantly 
American-run multi-national cor- 
porations has used the most unscru- 
pulous methods to maintain its 
domination of the Middie East oil 
trade. This is best illustrated by the 
CIA-led 1953 coup in Iran, which 
returned the Shah to power. 
But OPEC and the Soviet Union 
are now demanding a cut of the 
take. So the US has, to quote Car- 
ter, ‘*...increased and strengthened 
our naval presence in the Indian O- 
cean...” ahd made ‘*...arrangemen- 
ts for key naval and air facilities...in 
the region- i ne 
the Persian Gulf.” One must realize 
this effort is noz to prevent the de- 
privation of a vital energy source 
for the American people, since Car- 
ter’s energy policies at home 
demonstrate a lack of concern for 
that. It is, rather, to defend the po- 
wer and profit of the oil companies 
as well as US strategic position. 


The China Syndrome 


Another element in the present 
crisis is the involvement of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China, making the 
scenario for war more complete. 



















exploited and oppressed. 

If Mr. Stevens can see topless 
waitresses as rebellious and asser- 
tive, it is only because as individuals 
these women are still resisting the 
Position society has created for 
them. It is only because as indivi- 
duals they are still struggling to 
have meaningful and creative lives. 
Of course these women help and 
support one another against the ex- 
treme forms of exploitation by the 
bosses, and the consumers. Of 
course as anarchists we must do all 
we can to aid them in their 
struggles. But we do a disservice to 
them though if we hide the social 
effects of their actions from them.

Mr. Stevens, 
may have had his perceptions of 
women changed by his experiences 
with topless waitresses, for the vast 

j of men though I really 
doubt if this is the case. 

What kind of fantasies men have 
when they sit around a topless bar is 
rather irrelevant. The facts are that 
in those areas of cities where the sex 
industries concentrate, women are 
not free to walk the streets without 
the very real fear of being harassed 
or attacked by men.

Saturday War Fever 

The question remains: why the 
sudden upsurge of war hysteria?

Unemployment, infla- 
tion, monetary collapse and 
declining productivity are all 
problems which undermine the 
authority of established rulers 
everywhere. The rulers, in turn, 
deal with their crises by directing 
popular anger and frustration 
against foreign ‘‘enemies’*? who 
threaten ‘‘national security’ and 
“honor”. 

This is why the media has pre- 
sented an image of a U.S. united 
and resolved. to meet the Soviet 
threat. All of the other serious 
problems facing our country have 
vanished in a cloud of patriotism 
and “national will”, as Carter put 
it. 

The present coûrse of events can 
only lead to destruction, But we 
need_not resign ourselves to the 
inevitability of this. It remains for 
the American people to wake up 
and realize the danger of this path; 
and challenge the actions of our 
so-called political “leaders”.

It should be clear to us all, 
whether we're workers, students, 
homemakers, or unemployed, that 
the main cost of the next war, like 
all those before it, will be paid for 
with our own “blood, sweat and 
tears”. All in the interests of those 
who rule us, be they called corpo- 
rate executives, Party officials, or 
Holy Men.

The issues are not whether or not 
women or men choose to dance in 
the nude or go topless, or perform 
sex for voyeurs. The issue is under 
what conditions a person chooses to 
do this. In a society based on an 
ethic of male supremacy and 
domination, backed up with the 

















the legal/political power of the 
state, women involved in sex indus- 
tries are counter-revolutionaries. 

They are scissorbills just as surely 
as woman who gives sexual favors 
to her boss, while all of her co- 
workers have to put up with the 
sexual advances of that same boss. 
We can understand the economic 
and perhaps even the personal 
motives that lead.a woman to do 
this. Be that as it may, her actions 
support the boss in his belief that he 
can get sexual favors from his em- 
ployees. The social effects of her ac- 
tions are no different than the effect 
of ascab. 

The women in the sexual fantasy 
industries will show they are truely 
strong and assertive people when 
they refuse to scab on their sisters. 
They will show they aré a part of 
the feminist struggle when they say, 
“l refuse to help you men in 
creating an image of women as 
sexual object. I will no longer per- 
form for you under the conditions 
that you men created. If 1 want to 
go topless it will be under con- 
ditions of my own choosing — not 
yours.”

small communities. Throw these 
people out in the middle of nowhere 
and of course they're going to get 
bored. 

The general background of these 
members of the “‘televisionariat” 
points out this very deficiency. 
Most passed through the drug 
culture and, if they did get out at 
all, only got eut by switching bran- 
he “ot F hath 
differen from the vast numbers of 
people who had the courage to quit 








without phoney excuses. The 
passage to the superstitions made 
these people even less fit for the 
hard job of resettlement. It bur- 
dened them with all sorts of super- 
stitious ideas of “naturalness” and 
made them easy prey for whatever 
fad happened to wander its way by. 
This idea of the “natural” made 
them reject the very technology that 
would have perhaps made the dif- 
ference in terms of really being able 
to rebuild the countryside. 

Now we come to the “‘however”’. 
The simple fact is that, without 
agriculture everything else grinds to 
a halt in the shortest time possible. 
While farming may not be the only 
essential industry it is definitely one 
of the essential industries. Let’s 
face facts. The transition to a liber- 
tarian society isn’t going to.occur in 
one fell swoop. The history of 20th 
century revolutions should show us 
this if nothing else does. ‘‘Single 
act” revolutions seem to have an 
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invariable tendency to end in tyran- 
ny and a new ruling class.

Kamalla Loses Custody Hearing

Kamalla Miller's long struggle 
against the state is approaching its 
probably climax. Sources close to 
her inform the North American 
Anarchist that she will go to trial on 
charges of child theft and burglary 
in early April. 

The accusation of child theft 
arises from Kamalla’s having 
“stolen” her own daughter Ishka 
from her parents, the Moores. 
Kamalla took Ishka as an act of last 
resort following a very biased court 
ruling last year granting custody to 
the Moores. During those 
proceedings the presiding judge 
cited the anarchist beliefs of 
Kamalla and her husband Arthur as 
justification for his decision. The 
judge also decided to grant custody 
to the Moores on the basis of their 
considerably higher income openly 
asserting that their wealth made 
them better guardians. The 
burglary charge simply exists 
because Kamalla had removed a 
screen window while retrieving 
Ishka. 

Afterwards Kamalla fled to 
Arkansas. However, some months 
later she was arrested. While held in 
the Carroll County, Arkansas Jail 
awaiting extradition proceedings 
Kamalla was raped by a guard. 

The extradition orders for her 
return to Orange County, Califor- 
nia quickly went ahead with the 
signed approval of California 
Governor Jerry Brown and Arkan- 
sas Governor Bill Clinton, Kamalla 
was then transferred to the Orange 
County Jail. There she was subjec- 
ted to various forms of 





sment, These included a 
guard-inspired death threat, con- 
finement to an isolation cell and the 
attempt to prevent her lawyer from 
gaining access to her. 






Kamalla remained defiant 
throughout. She went »limp, 
refusing to cooperate. She also 


staged a hunger strike. In the mean- 
time her lawyer won a reduction in

bail from $100,000 to $10,000 
enabling her supporters to gain her 
release. 


Kamalla now had the oppor- 
tunity to be present at a mid-Jan- 
uary child custody hearing to again 
settle the question of who would be 
Ishka's guardian. It was a fine 
example of the kind of *‘justice” 
Kamalla has become accustomed 
to. 

Again Kamalla and Arthur were 
grilled about their anarchist beliefs. 
Clearly the presiding Judge H.Q. 
Hall had a strong dislike of their an- 
ti-politics. He ruled against the 
Millers by granting custody of Ishka 
to the Moores. Unabashedly admit- 
ting his prejudiced views he stated 
that no anarchist mother could ever 
bea fit and loving parent. 

Revelations made during the 
hearing make this decision criminal. 
The most shocking came. from one 
Nancy Allbriton, an Arkansas 
social services department worker, 
who said Ishka saw her grand- 
mother, Mrs. Moore, kill her 
younger brother Jason while in the 
Moores’s ‘“‘care’’. Then later the 


. Moores received $35,000 in insur- 


ance money as a result. Ms. All- 
briton also said Ishka consistently 
refused to speak to the Moores on 
the phone while in the care of the 
Social Services Dept. and 
threatened she would run away if 
returned to them. Significantly, an 
investigation last year by the Cali- 
fornia Social Services Department 
had already concluded the Moores 
were unfit to be guardians. 

The court-appointed lawyer for 
Ishka provided further evidence of 
how unjust the hearing He 





argued that the Millers should not 
have even been-allowed in the court 
room because they were anarchists. 
Instead, he felt they should be put 
on a whipping post and whipped! 


Sense of Desperation 

With this defeat paving the way 
to the upcoming trial the people ac- 
tive in the Kamalla Support Net- 
work all felt a sense of desperation 
as the trial draws near. Kamalla her- 
self is pessimistic and seems 
resigned to going to prison. 

The District Attorney for the case 
wants to see her get 10 years. He has 
the previous rulings, the Moores 
wealth and the strong political con- 
servatism™ of Orange County 
California. going for him. Kamalla 
and Ishka have to fight with a 
serious lack of money but a growing 
support network which now in- 
cludes a long list of organization 
and individuals. Most are drawn 
from the anti-authoritarian left. 

Now more than ever support 
must be mobilized on a massive 
scale for Kamalla Miller. Ex-

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chists, and supposed atheists, we 
should free ourselves from the God 
of “revolution” as much as we free 
ourselves from other superstitions, 
The transition to anarchy, if it oc- 
curs at all, will occupy a whole 
epoch, will last decades at the very 
least. This is the period in which 
people learn to organize them- 
selves freely and gradually find 
ways of encroaching on the power 
of the ruling class. People simply 
don’t know how to do this now; 
even we as anarchists are (or should 
be) fully aware of the defects in our 
own organizations. This is to be ex- 
pected. We are a young movement, 
both in terms of the average age of 
the membership and in terms of the 
experience that our groups and 
people have evolved to deal with a 
situation that is nor that which the 
classical anarchist movement dealt 
with (or failed to deal with). 

The realization of the realistic 
time frame we are operating in is 
not an apology for pacifism. The 
transition will, undoubtably, in- 
volve violence. The point is not to 
mistake this violence for the 
“revolution’’. Like the bourgeois 
revolution and the managerial 
revolution (in most of the world) 
the libertarian revolution is more a 
process of undermining than it is of 
confrontation. ` 

Now, within this process of un- 
dermining, it would be sheer 
foolishness to ignore the industry.

fabrication plant in Toronto, 
believe it or not. The gradual march 
to power or ordinary people will 
have to go along in balance — 
balance between city and country 
and between agriculture and other 
industries. 

There are, and will be, people 
who want to escape the mess that 
present day ci are in and return 
to the countryside, Just because the’ 
first ‘‘mass’’ exodus proved a 
failure doesn’t mean that this desire 
is going to go away, and the desire 
is not confined to the type of people 
involved in the “back to the land” 
movement. It would be extremely 
Shortsighted-not to see the liber- 
tarian potential in this for the 
future. Our ability to win in the 
countryside in the future will have a 
big bearing on our ability to win in 
the cities. 

Yours truly grew up in a small 
town of less than 100 people, and I 
have no illusions about the roman- 
tic “naturalism” of outdoor toilets 
at 40 below. Yet, there are flush 
toilets and central heating out in the 
country now. The problem of the 
land is too crucial to ignore because 
of the immaturity of the first group 
to raise it in the post WW II era. 
Sure, the counterculture has failed 
because of their illusions, Let’s see 
what we can learn from this failure. 
Let’s tackle this important task 
without their illusions.

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Seabrook: A Dissent

The next attempt to occupy the 
nuclear plant site in Seabrook, New 
Hampshire, is scheduled to begin 
on May 24th. The Coalition for 
Direct Action at Seabrook (CDAS) 
intends to physically occupy the site 
until such time as the construction 
of the nuclear plant is permanently 
halted and the project is abandoned, 

At this writing (late February) no 
one can say whether Seabrook. II 
will be more successful than its pre- 
decessor, But the prospects do not 
look good, mostly for reasons hav- 
ing to do with the strategy of nu- 
clear plant site occupations. To my 
knowledge, no one has questioned 
that the focus of anti-nuke struggle 
should be directed towards ‘the 
plants themselves or, as in the case 
with Seabrook, towards sites where 
plants are being constructed. But 
Seabrook along with many other 
such events should be raising prac- 
tical questions about the best way to 
struggle against nukes. 

To begin the process, ask your- 
self what it would have taken to 
make Seabrook a success. The first 
and most obvious answer is many 
more participants. 

Nuclear plants are normally built 
in isolated areas at considerable dis- 
tances from populated regions. Any 
kind of direct action at a plant site 
involves physically moving the par- 
ticipants to the area where the plant 
is located, feeding and sheltering 
them in some minimal fashion while 
the action is taking place, and then 
returning them to their points of 
origin (usually a nearby city), Any 





the project itself with total collapse. 


Tightly organized affinity groups 
expect to fend for themselves (pro- 
vide their own transportation, 
food, shelter, etc.). But most peo- 
ple are not part of such groups, 
even most people who are active in 
anti-nuke struggles are not part of 
affinity groups. These people will 
not go to Seabrook at all or, if they 
do go, will need a lot of logistical 
support if they are to be more than 
a hindrance? 

Related to these considerations is 
the fact that nuclear plant sites are 
very large areas. To effectively oc- 
cupy such areas demands a large 
number of people; smaller groups 


will simply be surrounded by police 
and removed from the site while the 
plant continues unhindered or, at 
best, temporarily inconvenienced. 
Finally, there’s the saying that 
“it’s not real if it isn’t on televis- 


ion.” Employees of the capitalist 
media are just as lazy as all of us on 
our own jobs; if reporting our side 
of an occupation means a lengthy 
trip to an -isolated area, cross- 
country hiking in a pouring rain, 
etc., then our side is not going to be 
heard. (Of course, some anti-nuke, 
“leader”? may be interviewed in a 
Boston studio, but that’s hardly 
“our side.’’) 

In other words, the Seabrook 
strategy means that we take the 
most militant (and often most liber- 
tarian) activists out of their own ur- 
ban communities off to an isolated 
area in an attempt to occupy a plans 
site which is probably impossible 
and which is guaranteed to be 
poorly reported by the media. 

1 have no evidence one way or the 
other, but this is Such a bad idea 
that I suspect its origins must- go 
back to the pacifist/liberal types 
that started the anti-nuke move- 
ment. Their love of symbolic ac- 
tions against symbolic targets would 
suggest picking the plants them- 
selves as sites for their ineffectual 
rituals of protest. Also, the isola- 
tion of the plant areas would make 
it easier to screen out those who 
Jacked “‘official’’ training in non- 
violence. 

But whoever thought it up, the 
strategy is clearly and hopelessly 
inadequate. We should try to think 
of a better way. 

Although nuclear plants are “the 
main danger of nuclear power, the 
plants don’t spring from the earth 
spontaneously. Governments work- 
ing closely with utility companies 
decide to build these plants. If 
enough hell can be raised; govern- 
ments and utility companies can be 
made to change their decisions. 

Where do most people opposed 
to nuclear power live? In urban 
areas. Where are major utility head- 
quarters and important government 
offices (like the Department of En- 
ergy, for example) located? Inur- 
ban areas. Where are your potential/ 

actual support networks for direct 
action located? In urban areas 








Where will any direct action receive 
maximum coverage by the media? 
In urban areas. 

. Where are potential allies located? 
Groups struggling against utility 





spends their lunch hour on a picket 
line to the person arrested for 
smashing a computer terminal? 
Every aspect of strategic thinking 
points to the cities as the focus for

rate hikes? Groups struggling for 
the rights of the elderly? Where are 
most feminist groups, many of 
which are strongly anti-nuclear, lo-~ 
cated? 

Where are logistical problems in- 
volving large numbers of people at 
a minimum? If the authorities 
choose violent repression, where is 
their exposure at a maximum? 
Where can effective cooperation at 
every level of commitment be ac- 
commodated, from the person who 


anti-nuclear struggle. A simplified 
scenario might look something like 
this: 

A series of scouting expeditions 
into the headquarters of Monolith 
Power & Light would begin the pro- 
ject. Like all utilities, Monolith has 
a large public area on the ground 
floor where people open accounts, 
pay their bills in person, and so on. 
A directory indicates other poten- 
tial targets located in the building, 
from the office of the president to 


the location of the computer room. 

After as much information of 
this kind as possible is gathered and 
a plan of attack is decided on, a 
large demonstration around the 
building is called. The morning of 
the demonstration, affinity groups 
move in and occupy the public area 
and whatever targets are decided 
on. By the time the demonstration 
begins, the occupation is well under 
way. False alarms and police calls 
divert the authorities from the in- 
tended targets. 


By lunchtime, the downtown area 
where Monolith is located is a mess 
of confusion, Demonstrators, fire 
trucks and police vans, ty trucks 
along with the usual congestion’ 
(blocked buses, etc.) are intermin- 
gled. The occupation forces an- 
nounce they intend to stay until 
XYZ Nuclear Facility is shut down. 
They call on people to support them 
by refusing to pay their utility bills 
or coming down to picket the build- 
ing or putting up money for the bail 
fund or whatever. 


The outcome is, of course, un- 
certain with the best of strategies. If 
public feeling against nukes is run- 
ning high at that point in time, 

‘Monolith could decide the game 
isn’t worth the candle. More likely, 
it will take many confrontations, 
some of them violent, to make the 
government-utility complex give up 
on nuclear power. 





The Seabrook Strategy is a con- 
frontation, true enough. But it is a 
confrontation where we are weak 
and the enemy is strong. The enemy. 
is stronger than we are in the cities 
as well, but not as much stronger. 
There are more of us and we are 
better equipped to stop nuclear 
power in the cities where we live. 


There might almost be a social 
law to the effect that all movements 
against oppression begin by attack- 
ing symbols of that oppression. 
Certainly, it’s possible to think of 
lots of examples. But then there 
comes a time for serious move- 
ments, to go beyond symbols and 
begin attacking the oppressor where 
it hurts. If the struggle against 
nuclear power is to become a seri- 
ous social movement, that time 
must come soon. 


Kyritsis Still Under the Gun

Many readers of the NAA will 
recall that in NAAI we had an ar- 
ticle on the case of two Greek an- 
archists, Philippas and Sofia Kyrit- 
sis, who were sentenced to 9 and 5 
years in prison respectively for al- 
leged possession of a molotov cock- 
tail. The following piece is based on 
an article in the,Greek anti-authori- 
tarian newsjournal IDEODROME 
This report covers events up to mid 
December of 1979. 

DECEMBER 13, 1979. Philippas 
Kyritsis is on the twentieth consecu- 
tive day of a hunger strike whose 
purpose is to enable him to exercise 
his right of meeting his wife Sofia 
who herself is held a prisoner. 

The following message was sent 
outside the prison by Kyritsis. 

TO EVERY ANARCHIST, 

TO EVERY FREE PERSON — 

Anyone who consciously tolerates 
the new regime which tortures and 
kills if it considers it worthwhile 
(remember the fate of Panagoulis, 
Tsironis, Spyropoulos, etc.) 
becomes equally guilty of the crime 
and becomes our jailer. The testi- 
monial facts of their crimes are be- 
hind the prison walls. Our jailers 
say: ‘The prisoners are the crimi- 
nals, therefore we are innocent.’ 


But we the prisoners are not going 
to take the role of a scapegoat. We 
consider ourselves prisoners of a 
social war and we defend ourselves 
against human degradation and an- 
ti-human conditions which we en- 
counter daily with the only way that 
we have got left. 

Freedom is not given, it is won! 
VIVA ANARCHY!

Since March of 79 Kyritsis has 
gone on four major hunger strikes 
for the abovementioned reason. It 
should be noted that for a prisoner 
to meet his/her wife/husband once 
a month isa legal right in Greece. 

‘The situation is critical for it in- 
volves the survival of these two an- 
archists and also of other political- 
social prisoners. Sofia Kyritsis is 
psychologically abused by the- pri- 
son authorities since they adminis- 
ter various drugs to her such as 
Tavor, Stedon, Mocadon, Nonsinal 
against her will, She even was threat- 
ened with transferral to a mental 
hospital so she can see what ‘real op- 
pression in mental institutions is 
like’ when she complained about 
her conditions in jail. 

Knowing the irreversible damage 
that drugs such as the above cause 
to the human body and mind we 





denounce the Greek government 
and its lackeys — the police author- 
ities — as willful torturers and mur- 
derers of their political opponents. 

What follows is a translation of a 
major part of a leaflet put out by 
the Revolutionary Prisoners’ Sup- 
port Group which is part of a broad- 
er group called Group To Push For- 
ward For Occupations. 








“The gradual extermination of 
the anarchist Ph. Kyritsis is now a 
fact beyond doubt. Ph. Kyritsis, a 
prisoner of social war, is on the 
26th day of a hunger strike protest- 
ing the inhuman living conditions 
which were forced on him by a re- 
gime which harbors violence and 
lies against human beings. It’s his 
Sth time in isolation and with health 
impaired. 

“But Ph. and S. Kyritsis are not 
the only revolutionaries who rot in 
Greek prisons. Here are the names 
of a few: G. Skanthalis, K. Vasili- 
adis, K. Miras, Tapoutis, Milatos, 
Viahakis, G. Asimenithis, Th. Kat- 
sanos. 

“Skanthalis, a follower of Vasili 
Tsironis — Tsironis who was killed 
by the police in his apartment, is 
now at the Special Disciplinary Pri- 
son in Corfu where he is slowly tor- 
tured to death by our so-called 


democratic authorities. To his re- 
peated hunger strikes the state has 


responded with tube-feeding, trans- - 


ferring him to mental hospitals 
where he is treated with the strait- 
jacket, electro-shocks and cold 
showers. As for Asimenithis (17), 








and Katsanos (20), both are serving 
two-year sentences. A fact, which is 
kept in the dark by the lackeys of 
the state and capitalism, is that both 
of these comrades were arrested at

Economics and Reform 

In the last few years the women’s movement, in my area at least, has* 
been concentrating more and more on women in the economy, women 
in the workforce and unions and women — issues that deal with the 
economic oppression of women. Judging from what sisters in various 
areas in North America are saying this trend to focus on women and the 
economy is quite widespread. The March 8th International Women’s 
Day march I attended reflected this focus much more so this year than 
in previous years. 
> There is good reason why this is so. In Ontario alone; during the past 
18 months, women have been involved in several bitter labour disputes 
— at Fleck, Trident, Bell, Radio Shack, Blue Cross, Inco Wives Assoc. 
to name a few. In most cases it was the women’s first experience with 
unions and strikes. Because these women were fed up with poor working 
conditions, low pay and job insecurity they went on strike, garnered _ 
support and won their demands. Equal access to employment reforms 
were won by the Women Back Into Stele campaign and other cases 
where women were hired in traditionally all-male fields. 

As important as these reforms are, it is essential that the women’s 
movement does not de-emphasize the other important issues that affect 
women besides economics. The struggle- against patriarchy, against 
violence against women and the oppression of lesbians and minority 
group women and the fight for more and better day-care facilities, for 
free and safe birth control and for the control of our bodies must occur 
concurrently with women’s economic struggles. Otherwise the economic 
issue struggles would result in reforms to the capitalistic system and 
women’s liberation would still be impossible. 





























Abortion on Demand 

One important way for women to gain their independence is to 
demand control over their own bodies. Many people falsely assume that 
abortion on demand is a right which already has been won. This is not 
true. Many women, particularly outside major urban centres have no 
access to abortion. Many women, some as young as 19, have been told 
they cannot have an abortion unless they agree to be sterilized. Other 
women are forced to undergo abortions without any anaesthetic in or- 
der to discourage women from seeking abortions at some hospitals. ” 

It is important to note that the anti-choice people have not slackened 
off on their activities. Anti-choice groups have attempted to gain con- 
trol of publicly supported hospitals in order to force through policies of 
no abortions under any circumstances. They are also very active lobby- 
ing politicians to introduce more stringent abortion laws. 

The anti-choice people, who are mainly headed by male Roman 
Catholics by the way, have withdrawn financial support from such 
organizations as the United Way, UNICEF and Miles for Millions walk 
because Planned Parenthood was one of the organizations that would 
receive funding. If these people get their way we could also lose those 
organizations that promote vital birth control information and sex 
education classes in the schools. 

That is why we have to stress that women are not wanton murderers 
; - - that the choice to have an abortion does not come easily.. , „that 
it is a choice that only the woman can make . . . that we will not be for- 
ced to bear children we do not want . . . that we will not be punished 
for the lack of safe birth control devices . . . that we will not be 
punished for enjoying sex with men, 

‘That is why women — individually and in groups — must make abor- | 
tion the priority issue that it is. We have to ensure that those that stand 
against women’s rights do not get their way.

I attended your ACF meeting last 
spring with some friends, hoping 
that I would find a group of like 
minded comrades that 1 could j 
and work with. What I found was a 
group of old time central committee 
members who had just changed 
their party lines. There was no 
room at that meeting for a truly 
Feminist presence, one that meant 
warmth, sharing, playfulness and 
hard work all at the same time. I 
left dismayed but decided that you 
were doing no harm and that I 
would just forget about you all. 
Then recently I received a compli- 





mentary copy of NAA, delivered - 


without a plain, brown unmarked 
cover. All other anarchist literature 
I receive comes covered but for 
some reason you folks decided to 
tell the postal authorities and the 
border authori about my 
political inclinations without my 
knowledge and consent. Who gave 
you the right or permission to do 
that? I had thought I would just 
ignore that affront to my dignity, 
because again I felt that it was 
probably unintentional, as were the 
affronts to me while I was at your 
conference. 

However, last week, a friend of 
mine sent me a copy of the NAA 
No. 2 (under brown cover, by the 
way). In that issue I read two of the 
most Outrageous pieces of drivel 
written by an alleged anarcha- 
feminist and I feel that I can be 
silent no longer. I think that your 
anarchist feminist pages are useless 
and don’t tell the story. at all about 
what is going on in the anarchist- 
feminist community. Where are the 
women in your newspaper — have 
you scared them off, as you did me? 


wate tke PO. The Wome on 


the topless scene was an affront to 
the women that he wrote about. I 
feel like he exploited them by inter- 
viewing them (I would doubt that 
he would have told them just what 
kind of a journal the article would 
appear in). | felt that he was using 
their brains just the way most men 
in their lives use their bodies. 1 am 
also dismayed to see that he feels 
that feminists are not dealing with 
women like this. That is: not true. 
Many feminists are involved in 
organizing in communities just like 
the one he describes. I know that in 
my work as a therapist 1 deal with 
women like this daily. I make 
feminists connections about their 
lives in a human and personal man- 
ner that has meaning to them — not 
by just spouting rhetoric. The 
author had a Lefter Than Thou 
tone that only alienates and does 
not educate. Who is he to be telling 
feminists what we should be dealing 
with? I left male dominated politics 
12 years ago and I did not become 
an anarchist to have men tell me 
what to do. I left people like Frank 
Stevens behind long ago and I 
refuse to bother working with them 
now. | think that Mr. Stevens 
should be dealing with his own op- 
pressive attitudes, which are self 
evident in his writing. 1 found his 
second article on patriarchy the wor- 
st! I felt that he wrote from no per- 
sonal experience or first hand 
knowledge. He assumed that Anar- 
chists and Feminists go on main- 
taining patriarchal relationships 
while many of us in relationships 
are struggling daily with just those 
issues and have actually made some 
Progress. At least we are getting in- 
volved and are trying to make some 
concrete changes. He gave no 
examples of how we are main- 
taining patriarchy, a poor tactic for 
an author who is making such 
heavy accusations. It seems to me 
that his article is an attempt to 





justify his own inability to have 
meaningful relationship: 








I think that some of what you 
write about is OK. You just need a 
stronger feminist presence and you 
all need to confront the innate 
sexism in your operation. Good 
luck.

FRANK STEVENS REPLIES 

Even those who consider them- 
selves revolutionaries, even those 
who “question everything’? can 
nevertheless make the all too 
human error of considering certain 
matters ‘‘resolved”’ or ‘‘finished’’. 
In order to do anything at all, we all 
make the presumption that some 
things are final and certain. My 
piece attempted to show a large area 
of human behavior in advanced 
Capitalist societies that revolution- 
aries in the past have either not con- 
sidered at all or have simply passed 
off as trivial and without political 
significance: 

If reportage and discussion of the 
sexual fantasy industry is to be “off 
limits" to the anarchist-communist 
press (except for pro-forma- con- 
demnation), what else is likewise 
prohibited? In the course of a Rock 
Against Racism concert in Toronto, 
a band’s electricity was disconnec- 
ted because some people disap- 
proved of the band’s lyrics, Since I 
don’t know what the lyrics said, I 
might have agreed or disagreed. But 
as a revolutionary, I feel I have the 
responsibility to call the shots as I 
see them... even if this risks 
making people angry or upset. 

Of course, reportage and analysis 
is not the same as praise or ap- 
proval. My piece was sympathetic 
to the dancers and to the customers 
who treated the dancers in a human 
way; it_ was hostile to the club- 
owners! customers “who 
treated the dancers in a shitty way, I 
can imagine similar pieces written 
about other segments of class 
society; for example, there are 
people who join police forces out of 
a sincere desire to help people 
(though they don’t stay onthe force 
very long). There are even people 
who enlist in armies to (they think) 
serve the cause of freedom. People 
operate from complex motives; as 
long as the overt desire to oppress 
and exploit other people is absent, 
I'm inclined to give them the benefit 
of the doubt. 

This does not mean that there 
isn’t a lot of exploitation and op- 
Pression that takes place that people 
aren’t conscious of. Men really do 
oppress women in ways in which 
men are totally unaware of, ways 
that are deeply ingrained in patri- 
archal culture. Adults oppress 
children in the same way, Will this 
oppression end by refusing to bring 
it up (except in the form of lip- 
service resolutions at ACF con- 
ferences)? 

No, I believe we must look at 
social reality with out eyes open, 
willing to examine the “sordid” as 
well as the “inspiring” the Fact that 
we may (or may not) know a little 
more than most people does not 
confer moral superiority. Instead 
we should be conscious of how little 
we really do know and how much 
we need to learn iñ order to make a 
revolution. 

As for me, I have no apologies. 
The sexual fantasy industry is 
definitely a growth industry in ad- 
vanced capitalist countries. Most 
recently, clubs open to women only 
featuring male dancers have opened 
around the country (including here 
in San Francisco). The dancers | 
spoke with impressed as favorable 
as any group of people I've ever 
met. People who choose to look 
down on them as willing colonial 
slaves or insects only indicate how 
badly they need to rethink their own 
Politics. In any event, there will be 
who will reach out to the 
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women who work in the sexual fan- 
tasy industry, not in disapproval 
but in sisterhood, The effort will 
not be a wasted one 


TECHNOCRATS? 


Dear Technocrat: 

Although this is probably hope- 
less, let me try one final time. Your 
answer to my letter in the last issue 
only emphasized my suspicions a- 
bout your view of the world: your 
concerns are those of the capitalists 
— efficiency, waste elimination, 
production, and hence the social re- 
lations which stem from that view. I 
recommend that you drop your 
computer and play with yourself 
sometimes and try to imagine 
human possiblilities for a revolution 
and leave the machine dreaming to 
the robots concerned with domina- 
tion. 

By the way, your lame defense of 
the use of the word “‘commodities’” 
to justify their existence in your sys- 
tem after the revolution falls apart 
sharply if you even look at your 
own definition. It is only through 
the production of commodities that 
surplus value or profit can be ex- 
tracted, so stop quibbling. You 
have both the technical vision and- 
the language of capital. 

I usually think it pretentiguis as 
hell to recommend reading to others 
but I picked up the Dolgoff tract 
you suggested and found it 
generally witless, as conservative as 
you, and authoritarian (Thanks, 
Sam, but I can define.my own anar- 
chism), but since I did you the cour- 
tesy of taking your suggestion for 
reading will you do the same for 
me? Please read Murray Book- 
chin’s article, Self-Management & 
The New Technology in the Fall 
1979 Telos; it speaks directly to our 
discussion and as you can imagine 
does not sustain your position.

D.J. Replies 

In a sense you are right, some of 
my concerns are elimination of 
waste, efficiency (in terms of 
energy), and less alienating modes 
of production. Another of my con- 
cerns is that you seem to be ignoring 
the main thrust of my argument, 
that some (but not all, ‘of course) 
forms of modern technology can be 
useful in a self-managed society. 1 
picked on microcomputers as a par- 
ticularly dramatic example of a 
technology which would be useful, 
if it was organized in a non-hierar- 
chical way. In fact, Bookchin backs 
me up. The core of his piece is that 
technics must be analysed ethically 
to determine their usefulness in a 
free society. It is how production is 
organized that is important. For in- 
stance the production of vehicles 
must go on, although assembly lines 
must go. “The decentralized gar- 
dens, solar panels, windmills and 
recycling centers can be centralized, 
industrialized and structured-along 
heirarchical lines.” Commodities 
all, if they are exchanged for profit. 

In other words, machines are not. 
the crux of the problem. People are 
the crux of the problem. If you tear 
down the machines you may find: 
the same assholes (or similar bur 
different ones) calling the shots, if 
our prime concern is with the tech- 
nology, and not with the organiza- 
tion of the technology.

most complete coverage we have 
seen to date. have read the poetry 
of Carl Harp, as well»as read a 
number of the communiques from 
him as well as others on the situ- 
ation there. I have met some of the 
Walla Walla brothers in the maxi- 
mum security unit in Leavenworth 
in December of ’79 and they filled 


me in even more. I receive the North- 
west Passage which carried some 
material concerning W.W., I know 


Mark Cook of the GJB whose part-* 


ner is Ed Mead who helped form 
Men Against Sexism there; I corres- 
pond with Rita Brown in Alderson; 
Kamboa in Leavenworth is my 
friend and comrade and I am firmly 
dedicated to the struggle for free- 
dom raging all over the globe. 

I arrived at Terra Haute on Jan. 
29, 1980. I am in general population 
which affords a measure of free- 
dom unlike anything I have exper- 
ienced since my capture in 1976. 1 
have been in the sensory depriva- 
tion chamber in the control unit at 
Marion, Illinois; 1 have experienced 
the so-called Medical Centre for 
Federal Prisoners in Springfield, 
Missouri, as well as the Maxi-Maxi 
of the U.S. Pen in Leavenworth. As 
you may know, I was propositioned 
to murder Leonard Peltier by the 
chief Correctional Supervisor R.M. 
Carey at the prison hospital on May 
18, 1978. A government agent had 
seven detainers in Oklahoma drop- 
ped seven days later, to induce me 
to join the government conspiracy 
to murder Leonard. Four were for 
armed robbery; two for larceny of 
an auto; one for shooting a police- 
man. Each charge carried a possible 
life sentence. The state of Okla- 
homa had already completed the 
necessary papers to take me to Ok- 
lahoma for trial under the interstate 
agreement on detainers. The docu- 
mentation presented at trial for 


Leonard Peltier’s escape on July 20, 
1979, conclusively showed a con- 
spiracy existed at the highest levels 
of government to assassinate Leo- 
nard. The case was bizarre to say 
the least. Since the exposure of the 
conspiracy, three Peltier witnesses 
have been beaten. David Owens, 
No. 20061-148, was beaten twice on 
Jan 14, 1980, in the hole at Leaven- 
worth. He was seriously injured by 
two guards and five Correctional 
Supervisors. On March 4th, 1980, 
Christopher Hulett was beaten in 
front of 40 witnesses in front of the 
prison dining room in Terre Haute. 
Chris’ beating was supervised by 
two correctional supervisors and 13 
guards. On March 17, 1980, Donald 
Gene Richardson, No. 01523-164, 
was beaten by seven guards in the 
hole at Leavenworth. Again, the 
beating was supervised by correc- 
tional supervisors. 

All three of these men submitted 
sworn affidavits in the Peltier case. 
It clearly shows an ongoing plan 
and scheme instituted by the United 


- States to coerce these witnesses into 


silence. It did not work, however, 
because it only made the prisoners 
who were beaten stronger. The next 
step, of course, is to murder the wit- 
nesses which will undoubtedly take 
place in the near future. My days 
are numbered, and I probably 
won't live to testify at the retrial. I 
was warned that if I exposed the 
murder plot, I would be killed. In 
cases like this, only the people can 
protect the lives of the prisoners. 
The police perpetuate murders only 
under cover of darkness. They 
don’t like to have to answer ques- 
tions about why dead folks show up 
in their jails. So long as people are 
concerned about the lives and safety 
of these courageous brothers they 
may survive. 

Kudos to the Black Flag Collec- 


tive for your work in the interest of 
abolishing the prison system. 1 am 
an anarchist and totally committed 
to destroying all authority whether 
it be presidents, generals, popes, 
kings, and other assorted dictators. 
I know how to live my life in peace 
and-harmony with our Mother, and 
I know that these insane creatures 
will destroy the world'with their dy- 
ing breath before they'll share it 
with the Children of the Poor. The 
idea of a prison paper on North- 
American prisons is a good one and 
you can count on me for contribut- 

» ing articles towards the publication 
of this paper. 

There is a movement to start an 
above ground newspaper which will 
work with liberals; congressper- 
sons, senators, ‘‘educators’’, attor- 
neys, etc. This is against what I be- 
lieve in but I am willing to contri- 
bute to it because that is the only 
thing going which has the potential 
for keeping my comrades alive in 
jails and prisons all over this land. I 
am going to send ydu a piece we 
calll Message To The Honourable 
Court, and one called Message To 
The People to give you a feel for my 
writing. I am not able to express my 
true ideas entirely in my writings 

+ due to the terms of confinement, 
however, if these pieces can be used 
in any way as a contribution to your 
efforts, please feel free to use them 
in whatever way you see fit. 

If you wish to see more explicitly 
my ideas, I am simultaneously wri- 
ting three books: one on above 
ground organizing, one on under- 
ground organizing, and one on lo- 
gistics and tactics. łam an anarchist 
in only three areas: (1) 1 am anti- 
authoritarian, (2) I believe in total 
freedom, and (3) I believe in the 
propaganda of the deed. I am unor- 
thodox in that I believe in organiza- 

stion around a central goal. I don’t

believe in hierarchical structures, 
but I have learned from experience 
that without organization goals 
cannot be achieved with efficiency, 

The anarchist label has been put 
on me by others. I do not label my- 
self. You can call me Tennis Shoe 
or Sturdley Quanism if it sounds 
any better. I do what I can under 
difficult circumstances and Luse the 
tools I have to work with in the 
most efficient manner I believe pos- 
sible. 1 am a radical feminist, anti- 
classist, anti-racist, anti-imperialist, 
and Lam anti-competitiveness. 1 be- 
lieve in we, us, and ours rather than 
1, me, and mine. There are many in 
the prisons of America who believe 
as I do, and to those who have shed 
the values of the dominant culture, 
we are considered ‘‘crazy’’. I think 
of Ronnie Laings definition of 
“normality” from the Politics of 
Experience where he wonders how a 
bomber pilot who bombs jungle ~ 
huts in Vietnam sedately by compu- 
ter is the criteria for normality, If 
this is normal I am indeed crazy and 
proud of it.

Anytime you can 
send paperback books, pamphlets 
on the works of other madpersons 
do so. Keep in touch.

‘The following is a revamp and up-date on 
the situation surrounding one of our 
brothers: Leonard Peltier. 

Leonard is currently serving two life sen- 
tences in Marion Federal Prison in Illinois. 

Leonard Peltier has been in struggle since 
his teens when he was first involved in the 
Native American resistence to the U.S. 
government’s efforts to destroy Native 
reooles’ Jand base, religion, culture, life it- 
self i.e: meir Sovereignty and self-determin- 
ation. 

Leonard’s supporters throw? 
America and abroad believe that the rec 

. Persecution of Leonard is not because he is 
a criminal, but because he is a fighter for 
Indian sovercignty and freedom, a symbol 
of resistence to racism and exploitation. 

Leonard and three other American In- 
dian Movement (A.I.M.) activists were 
charged with the murder of two off-duty 
policemen. The alleged incident occured 
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years ago, after the Trial of Treaties 
protest ended i Washington, D.C. It is in- 
teresting to note that a jand claims Sepe 
that had been going on for the past 49 oF 50 
years between the U.S. government and the 
Sioux Nation was settled in the amount of 
$100 million as compensation for the uran- 
ium rich Black Hills confiscated from the 
native people over a century ago. The settle- 
ment was made only three weeks prior to a 
mass demonstration against uranium 
mining in the Black Hills. 

The two policemen involved were on the 
reservation without jurisdiction. The FBI 
issued warrants for four Native American 
AIM activists on the reservation and 
charged with aiding and abetting in the 
af the two agenta. Charges were later 
Timmy Eagle. Dino Butler 
aauitted of all

dropped agaitis -i 
and Bob Robideau were 
charges on grounds of self-defense. 
appealed his conviction to the 8th Circuit 
Court Of Appeals in St. Louis, Missouri. A 
three-judge panel heard the appeal. One of 





now head of the FBI. After his nomination 
and before rendering a decision, Webster 
was replaced and the new panel of twirps 
denied the appeal. Another of the judges 
criticized the FBI for its misconduct in 
Peltier’s case by saying, in part, “the FBI 
lied from the beginning to end”. Leonard 
then Tequested the U.S. supreme court to 
review his casè on March 5, 1979, the 
request for writ of certiorari was denied. At 
that time, he was transfered from Mario? 
Federal Prison in Illinois to Lompoc 
Federal Prison in California. 

On July 20, 1979 Leonard escaped from 
Lompoc. He was forced to this act by the 
discovery of a government plot to 
“‘neutralize”’ (murder) him. Also charged 
was Bobby Garcia.

Gregory Maximoff, Cienfuegos Press, 
1979, 337 pp., £6.50 h/b 


A few years back I got very tired of lis- 
tening to a Trotskyist friend extoll the vir- 
tues of Lenin while condemning the “‘ex- 
cesses” of Stalin. I decided to write a pa- 
per showing, from a left perspective, that 
Stalinism was no aberration. Rather it 
a logical extension of Leninism 

which was in turn a depressingly logical 
extension of Marxism. 

The paper never got finished; but in the 
course of my research | kept running mto 
references to Maximoff’s The Guillotine 
at Work. The book was published in 1940, 
long out of print, and 1 couldn't find a 
copy anywhere. Now the first of two vol- 
umes, the heart of the work, has been re- 
printed by Cienfuegos Press. My paper 
will gather dust on a shelf for a long time 
to come. The subject has already been co- 
vered. 

As the back cover of the book informs 

~ the reader, the purpose of the work is “to 
dispel the aura which Lenin’s disciples 
have bestowed on him by showing that 
Lenin was primarily concerned with at- 
taining power and holding on to it as a 
dictator by means of terror.” Maximoff, 
primarily using Soviet sources, shows how 
Lenin used lies, betrayals and whatever 
else he found useful to attain power. Once 
on top, he used terror to consolidate his 
gains. Blood flowed freely long before 
Stalin had replaced him. Lenin kept his 
hands fairly clean. He didn’t personally 
pull any triggers; but he established the 
policies, starting with the unofficial auth- 
orization of the death penalty, which led 
to the exécutions of between 200,000 and 
1,500,000 people during his reign. (Both 
figures are conservative as they only num- 
ber the murders which can be documented 
from various sources.) 

Some of the victims were reactionaries. 
Others were revolutionaries, peasants, 
workers and innocent bystanders. Lenin's 
Cheka didn’t discriminate if they felt a 
person somehow stood in the way of their 
leader’s policies. = 

Most of the murders occured during the 
period Maximoff describes as the “Wet 
Terror”. They continued into the period 

of “Dry Terror” when imprisonment 

under medieval conditions, exile to barely 
inhabitable regions, and Poll 























tothe lisrof Lenin’s victims, Poor old in- 
nocent Lenin whose revolution was bes- 
mirched by the nasty old man of steel! 
Stalin learned his lessons well from his 
mentor. 

The book is 30 years old. Most of the 
information in it will not be new to those 


who have read much history of 

Bolshevism and the Russian revolution. 

But the information is compiled here in a 

manner which should go a long way to- 

ward debunking the myth of Lenin as 

revolutionary. Instead we are presented 
it 
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as dictator (the dictatorship of the prole 
tariat being the dictatorship of the van- 
guard of the proletariat, i.e., the party, 
being the dictatorship of the leader of the 
vanguard of the proletariat — the logical 
path of centralism) and finally as forerun- 
ner to perhaps the most brutal despot in 
history. 

What Stalin became was more in the na- 
ture of the system he headed than in the 
nature of man. As Maximoff states near 
the end of the book, “Had Trotsky been 
in power, Kamenev, Zinoviev, Stalin, and 
others would have become victims of ter- 
ror...Whatever the distribution of roles a- 
mong the acting characters of the Russian 
drama, the essential characters of the par- 
ts would remain: there would be the exe- 
cutioner and the victim.” 

Its a devastating book, one which 
should give serious pause to anyone look- 
ing to Marxism as an answer to the 
world’s problems. It’s also one which 
should cause those Marxists who have any 
regard for truth to squirm. A debt of grat- 
itude is owed to Cienfuegos for making 
this most valuable historical document a- 
vailable once again.

The Innocence of Sacco & Vanzetti,

On August 23, 1927, Nicola Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti were judicially mur- 
dered by the State of Masachusetts. Des- 
pite patent proof of their innocence of the 
charges of armed robbery murder, the 
state demanded, and received, its pound 
of flesh from the anarchist movement. 

The great weight of evidence illustrating 
the innocence of Sacco and Vanzetti.is 


usually enough to convince any unbiased ~ 





investigator that the two men were the vi 
tims of anti-anarchist hysteria rather than 
the perpetrators of the crimes they were 
charged with. In recent years, however, a 
theory has been advanced that states that 
while Vanzetti-was “probably innocent”, 
Sacco was “‘definitely guilty.” 

This “theory” can only be made to 
work by deliberately distorting the evi- 
dence. In his pamphlet The Innocence of 
Sacco & Vanzetti, Charles Rotunno effec- 
tively demolishes this argument by show- 
ing it to be completely inconsistent with 
the known facts. 

The pamphlet is a good general sum- 
mary of the Sacco and Vanzetti case pre- 
senting the basic facts and graphically de- 
picting the lengths to which the State will 
go to destroy individuals it regards as 
“‘dangerous’’. In light of the-renewed an- 
ti-anarchist campaign this pamphlet is rec- 
ommended reading.

Anarchists have Sfien been guilty of an 
St Morbid fascination with the 
vicious caricature of anarchism peddled 
by the bourgeois press.

In The Anarchist Beast, Hong “seeks to 
examine the pattern of attack employed 
by the mainstream press against anar- 
chism, how that press fueled the attitudes 
of the American people against anar- 
chism, and how the campaign led to the 
enactment of repressive laws against the 
anarchists.” Hong drew his reference 
material from the magazines and period- 
icals of the day rather than newspapers, 
because he felt that such materials “‘would 
tend to more thoughtfully analyze contro- 
versial subjects and be less prone to vagar- 
ies of the moment.”

On December 15, 1969, Giuseppe 
Pinelli, an anarchist railwayman, 
fell from the fourth floor of police 
headquarters in Milan during the 
course of an investigation into a 
bank bombing. The police, at that 
time, said it was a suicide but a 
judicial investigation later termed it 
an ‘‘accidental”” death. The ‘‘in- 
vestigation” made one thing very 
clear — Pinelli had had no connec- 
tion with the bombing. 

From such grim material the radi- 
cal Italian playwright Dario Fo 
weaved an intriguing black comedy 
entitled Accidental Death Of An 
Anarchist which was recently staged 
in Toronto by the Open Circle 
Theatre Company. The idea of 
using comedy to present very 
serious political issues is certainly 
not new, its roots reach back to 
Aristophanes the Sth century B.C. 
Greek playwright, but Fo does it so 
well that even the actors and ac- 
tress’ of Open Circle — who go 
more for-the jocular than the jugu- 
lar — could not completely destroy 
the play’s message. Try though they 
did. 

The play's basic plot revolves 
around the old ‘mistaken identity’ 
routine. A madman brought in for 
questioning by the police manages 
to convince the police chief that he 
is a magistrate sent from Rome to 
re-open the enquiry into the anar- 
chist’s death, Through a series of 
deceptions he manipulates the 
police chief and his lieutenant into 
re-enacting the events leading up to 
Pinelli’s fall from the window ex- 
posing the lies and contradictions in 
their story. In telling the tale Fo 
makes extensive use of the tran- 
scripts from the enquiry, which 
proved conclusively that the bom- 
bing had been the work of a fascist 
group masquerading as an anarchist 
group. 

Along the way there are some 
truly funny moments such as when 
the madman cajoles the two 
policemen into singing The Anar- 
chist Hymn. Beginning hesitantly 
they are soon lustily harmonizing 
“The whole world is our homeland, 
Our freedom is our law!” The 
play’s over-all effect, however, is 
almost completely destroyed by the 























actors insistence on using the “ 
wattsa matta fo’ you’’ style of 
Italian accent. Since the play was 
written in Italian it hardly seems 
likely that the playwright incor- 
porated pidgin Italian into his scen- 
ario. 

It is obvious that Fo did not write 
Accidental Death Of An Anarchist 
solely as an entertainment piece, 
Through his play the audience is 
given a large dose of anarchist 
philosophy in a manner calculated 
not to alienate or bore them, The 
intent of the play is to stimulate 
doubt and to encourage a question- 
ing of the basic conventions of 
authoritarian society. It is in this 
context that the final cop-out by the 
director is particularly saddening. 

At the end of the play the stage 
lights are suddenly dimmed and a 
spotlight picks out the madman/ 
hero, He turns to the audience and 
declares: “At this point in the 
Italian production the actors 
engaged the audiénce in „political 
discussion — but, we're not going 
to do that to you!’* What follows is 
a lame attempt at “humour” com- 
pletely out of character with the 
play. The madman offers three dif- 
ferent endings for the play “the 
Liberal ending, the Conservative 
ending and the NDP ending.” The 
last two minutes of the play are then 
re-played complete with a literally 
n-bang ending. 














Sympathetic treatments of anar- 
chists are exceedingly rare in 
popular culture and it is even rarer 
that such works are performed for 
general audiences. So the intellec- 
tual cowardice of Open Circle’s ac- 
tors and director left a particularly 
bad taste in my mouth. Especially 
as the director had enough political 
pretension to include this statement 
in the program: “The special prob- 
lem of political theatre in countries 
where you cannot mention the word 
communist (or Marx or Gramsci, 
Mao, Lenin, et. al.) without causing 
dispeptic irrationality means ad- 
ditional care, (must be taken). 
However, the end of the 20th cen- 
tury is upon us and willy nilly we 
must join the rest of the world in a 
dialectical historical and materialist 
debate.” That debate should also

Poland continues to be the weak 
link in the chain of Soviet domi- 
nated states throughout most of 
Eastern Europe. Overcome by a 
deepening economic crisis reflected 
in an officially acknowledged 2% 
decline in the national income 
during 1979 its bureaucratic ruling 
class recently turned upon some of 
its own in a cosmetic attempt to 
cope with the situation. 

At the Eight Congress of the 
ruling Polish United Workers’ Par- 
ty (PUWP) a major purge took 
place which’ included the unprece- 
dented forced resignation of a 
Premier, Piotr Jaroszewicz. Also 
ousted were three other members of 
the party’s powerful Politbureau, 
one of whom was the secretary for 
ecénomic affairs. The main bene- 
ficiary of the blood-letting was the 
Party General Secretary Edward 
Gierek, a key power broker in the 
purge, who was re-elected to the 
PUWP’s top post. 

The economic crisis which 
sparked the purge is compounded 
by an acute political crisis with a 
number of dimensions to it. 
Foremost among these is the ruling 
bureaucracy’s continued lack of 
any substantial credibility with the 
general population, The working 
class, whom the PUPW falsely 
claims to represent, is particularly 
dissatisfied. Persistent manifesta- 
tions of popular discontent as well 
as the continued growth and 
development of the various opposi- 
tion forces all reflect these facts. 

Those rumblings of discontent 
which come from the workers 
clearly touch a raw nerve within the 
bureaucratic ruling class as it con- 
tinues to be haunted by the memory 
of the mass working class struggles 
of the winter of 1970-71 and June 
1976. Due to this the ninth anniver- 
sary of the start of the 1970-1971 
revolt passed amid an uneasy ten- 
sion and rumours of more trouble. 
Fearing the consequences of any 
provocation the authorities allowed 
a 5,000 strong demonstration by 
dockworkers in Danzig to take 
place. Similarily, only two months 
before a small two day strike by 
some workers in Gdansk scared the 
bureaucratic ruling class so much 
that the PUWP’s central committee 
quickly sent a representative to 
negotiate an end to the strike. 
Gdansk has a notoriety for worker 
militance and was a focal point of 
the 1970-71 revolt, 

me organized opposition forces 
d-with the same kind of 
seriousness. They too are’ manifes- 
tations of discontent on a large 
scale and indications of the lack of 
credibility the government has with 
the population. Consequently, just 
prior to the PUWP Congress during 
which the purge occured eleven well 
dissidents were locked up to 
insure their silence- 








Of the oppositional organizations 
the most promising continue to be 
those of a working class character. 
Notable among these is the group 
which publishes the fortnightly 
newspaper Robotnik (The Worker) 
which has a circulation of 10,000 
and an actual readership that is con- 
siderably greater. The fact of its 
having been in publication since late 
1977 is but one indication of how 
the repercussions of June 1976 con- 
tinue to be felt today. 

The people who publish Robot- 
nik are advocates of a de-centra- 
lized, non-secretive approach to 
providing defense for the workers. 
In order to conduct their agitation 
with a semblance of legal protection 
they also believe in working within 
the official unions. To justify this 
they make a parellel between this 





approach and the use made of the 
Workers’ Commissions in Spain 
just prior to Franco’s death. 

Even so, the staff of Robotnik 
was in large part responsible for the 
recent proclamation of a Charter 
of Workers’ Rights formulated by a 
number of militant workers from 
various parts of Poland. The Char- 
ter is clearly oriented towards the 
creation of a trade union movement 
autonomous from state control. It 
is of particular importance at this 
time because it can provide an 
valuable means of co-ordinating 
resistance to attempts by the state tS 
make the workers shoulder the bur- 
den of solving the economic crisis. 
Its authors of course obviously 
recognized this. 

Logically, there is a close 
relationship beteen Robotnik and 
the Social Self-Defense Committee 








Hell on Wheels

Dangerous goods are being trans- 
ported by road and rail through 
North American and European cit- 
ies everyday. These products in- 
clude fertilizers, toxic gases, acids, 
corrosive, explosive and radioactive 
materials. Vast amounts of the dan- 
gerous goods are being transported 
throughout all parts of the country 
because many production processes 
could not take place without such 
supplies. At present, according to a 
United Nations list, there are over 
3,000 types of dangerous goods 
being transported throughout the 
world, and with the rapid advance- 
ment of technology, more would 
surely be added to the li 





Dangerous accidents involving 
anhydrous ammonia, explosives, 
radioactive materials and acid have 
occured several times in the past 
few years and the potential for such 
incidents is on the rise. 

For “instance, lethal chemicals 
and flammable petroleum products 
are transported daily by rail through 
the centre of Winnipeg, Canada. 
These dangerous products are 
brought in by CN Rail within view 
of Portage Ave. and Main St., the 
busiest area in the city. The chlor- 
ine-propane disaster in Mississauga, 
Ontario, in which over one hundred 
thousand residents in the area were 
evacuated, is a recent example of 
the danger most of us unknowingly 





(KOR) which began as an organized 
effort to aid those workers who 
were victimized by the repression 
after the June 1976 revolt. Signifi- 
cantly, both are defensive in charac- 
ter. This reflects the general trend 
of activity within the Polish 
workers’ movement towards 
engaging in active resistance directly 
in response to state attacks. 

Despite this limitation both still 
constitute the major organizational 
forcal points of working class 
struggle at present. As a result both 
face a lot of repression. 

One very recent incident involved 
the arrest of 13 people in late 
February in order to prevent their 
attending KOR meetings. Most 
were not held long. And at the 
moment, Edmund Zadrozynski, a 
long-standing ‘worker oppositionist 





who recently became one of Robot- 
nik’s editors, is on trial along with 
five other dissidents for fabricated 
robbery charges. 

Largely due to the repression 
previous efforts such as those to 
build autonomous trade unions 
have met with very limited success 
to date though localized forms of 
workers’ self-organization have 
been able to survive in some places. 
One is Gdansk where there is a local 
Free Trade Union which publishes a 
paper called Robotnik Wybrzeza 
(The Coastal Worker). 

Other developments indicate the 
focus of organized opposition 2re 
not confined solely to the working 
class. Peasant Self-Defense Com- 
mittees are known to exist in 
numerous places. These have been 
complemented by the publication of 
unofficial t journals and the 








face. Most such accidents remain 
unreported by business. 

As of yet, not satisfactory pro- 
gram to decrease the possibility of 
accidents has been “formulated and 
in most potential accident zones 
there are no, comprehensive pro- 
grams to deal with accidents and 
spills if they do occur. If a truck 
started to burn in a town or city, a 
natural response would be to douse 
it with water. But if this truck hap- 
pens to carry calcium carbide, an 
inferno would result. Calcium car- 
bide reacts with water to give off 
acetylene. Often emergency service 
personnel, assembled at short no- 
tice, would be unaware of the best 
way to handle such situations.

establishment of what is called a 
Peasant Centre for Knowledge 
based in Warsaw. However, except 
for the Centre’s proclaimed objec- 
tive of achieving peasant self- 
government not controlled by the 
state the precise political orien- 
tation of these organizations 
remains unclear. 

Likewise, a network of Student 
Solidarity Committees is known to 
exist with the explicit objective of 
setting up a student organization in 
which no one ideology is imposed 
upon its members. It too is meant to 
be autonomous from the state. Ac- 
cording to KOR sources the.studen- 
ts involved in this movement 
received public backing from a 
number of artists and intellectuals 
at the University of Krakow just 
this March. 








Not all of the oppositional 
organizations are progressive, let 
alone proletarian. Last year an 
unofficial political party was born, 
the nationalist Confederation for 
an Independent Poland (KPN). 
While it does seek the destruction of 
the ruling one party state, an end to 
Soviet domination of Poland and 
contains within it a strong left tend- 
ency it is still bourgeois. The KPN is 
intent on capturing state power 
within the context of a multi-party 
system. This is indicative of its 
multi-class character as is its subor- 
dination of internal political dif- 
ferences to its ultimate objective of 
an independent Polish state. 

The particular importance of the 
KPN is that it represents an attempt 
to divert the mass hostility to the 





it is of course possible to greatly — 


reduce the probability of accidents 
occurring during the transportation 
of dangerous-materials. Proper 
maintenance and regular inspections 


of tracks, tanks, trucks and equip- 
ment will help keep the accident 
rate at a minimum. Properly trained 
personnel can often prevent damage 
to human health and to the environ- 
ment by immediate action if an ac- 
cident does occur. 

Unfortunately, the manufacturers 
of the dangerous products and the 
transport companies are reluctant 
to undertake preventative measures 
to any meaningful extent if it means 
cutting into their profits. Judging 
from previous experience it is unlike- 
ly that government agencies would 
act to ensure the safe transportation 
of these products. 
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sentiment and the possibility of 
channeling it into bourgeois 
nationalism was evident in Novem- 
ber when 10,000 people took part in’ 
a demonstration marking the sixty- 
first anniversary of the restoration 
of an indepéndent Polish state. In- 
terestingly, one of the organizations 
which endorsed it was the KOR. 

Little better is the clandestine 
National Committee of Polish 
Socialists, the contemporary heir of 
the pre-1948 Polish Socialist Party. 
Consistent with its left social-demo- 
cratic politics is its identification 
with the reformist Socialist Inter- 
national. 

In relation to the class struggle in 
Poland if is similarily class colla- 
borationist. It both claims to have 
the support of reform leaning 
members of the ruling bureaucracy 
and attempts to line itself up with 
the very workers’ organizations 
which pose the most radical threat 
to the rule of the Same bureaucracy. 

Given the varied nature ofits op- 
position the bureaucratic ruling 
class undoubtedly recognized there 
exist weaknesses which are in turn 
its strengths. These combine-with 
the support of its pseudo-opponent, 
the reactionary Roman Catholic 
Church, the might of the USSR’s 
military machine and the Polish 
state’s own repressive arsenal as 
guarantors of their continued con- 
trol over the country. Nonetheless, 
the facts of mass discontent 
especially within a working class 
developing forms of self- 
organization and a -worsening 
economic crisis still pose a challenge 
toitsrule. + 

Furthermore, this challenge oc- 
curs in the context of an unfavour- 
able international situation, With 
many economic links to the West 
Poland will inevitably experience 
continued harmful repercussions 
resulting from the chronic inflation 
and high unemployment in the 
capitalist countries. Also, the 
Soviets are pre-occupied with their 
military occupation of Afghanistan 
and as long as they remain there 
they will be more reluctant to in- 
vade Poland in the event of an in- 
surrection. No doubt Poland’s 
bureaucratic ruling class’ awareness 
of this goes hand in hand with 
memories of how the Soviets 
allowed Gomulka to be toppled in 
favour of Geriek during the 1970-71 - 
revolt rather than send in the tanks. 

A similar fate could await Geriek 
and other top bureaucrats. The an- 
swer as to whether this will occur or 
not might not be long in coming.

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Coal Wildcat Crushed | 


By Sam Thompson 

Another spark of the smoulder- 
ing militance of Appalachian coal 
miners burst briefly into view at the 
end of February. In north-central 
West Virginia, at Consolidation 
Coal’s No. 20 mine in Four States, 
there was a walkout on February 
18, It started over a temporary job 
assignment that had been disputed. 
Since the 1974 and 1978 United 
Mine Workers contracts job assign- 
ments have been a sore point be- 
cause the language allows the com- 
pany a broad interpretation of this 
alleged company right. And wildcat 
strikes aimed at directly solving 
grievances to avoid fatcat arbitra- 
tors and union bureaucrats are a 
common tactic, The job control 
that autoworkers can defend 
through sitdowns or slowdowns, 
miners have preserved through 
walkouts and roving pickets. 

A wildcat strike at a single mine 
such as No, 20 is not unusual. How- 
ever, as workplace militants have 
discovered, the price the company 
can exact as a result of direct action 
is high. The arbitrator’s term for 
firing is ‘capital punishment.’ The 
miners at No. 20 returned to work, 
under injunction, on February 19 to 
discover that their local president 
and two members of the safety 
committee had been suspended sub- 
ject to discharge. Capital punish- 
ment means economic death to a 
worker. Local Union 4060 decided 
to fight Consol. 

On Monday, February 25, there

The sun’s power is probably part 
of the decentralized energy mix that 
will remove industrial and 
developing countries from their 
oil/nuclear energy addiction. 
However, the US government has 
seen fit to put its megabucks into a 
project called Satellite Power Sys- 
tem (SPS) that magnifies all the 
problems of an oversized electric 
power grid. Satellite Power System 
is a large collector, about 55 square 
miles, hung in a stationary orbit 
40,000 kilometers high. As you 
might have guessed, the station will 
collect solar energy 24 hours a day. 
It will then beam it down via micro- 
waves to rectifying antennai or rec- 
tennas that will take up to 64,000 
acres each. These collectors will 
weigh about 90 million kilograms. 
The US government hopes to build 
around 60 of these outer space 
behemoths. If you liked nuclear 
power and Skylab, you'll love SPS. 

The Department of Energy has 
done a series of studies on potential 
impacts of SPS from social, politi- 
cal, health, and financial aspects. 
The results are astounding. 


e Among the international 
problems is the limited number of 
geostationary orbits available. The 
International Telecommunications 
Convention of 1973 describes these 
orbits as one of the “limited natural 
resources.” Some equatorial coun- 
tries have already laid claim to the 
‘portion of space above their terri- 
„tory. A further problem is the allo- 
cation of specific microwave 
frequencies and of different ex- 
posure levels set by different coun- 
tries.

were 6000 miners on strike at 9 
Consolidation mines, 3 Eastern 
Associated Coal mines, and mines 
owned by Republic Steel, Southern 
Ohio Coal, and Bethlehem Steel. 
Consol went back to federal court 
asking for a contempt citation on 
the basis of an injunction against 
the first walkout. Instead, they were 
told to speed up the arbitration of 
the firings. Both Consol and Dis- 
trict 31 UMW officials termed the 
strike illegal. 

On Tuesday, there was a support 

rally held for the three discharged 
men. The judge ordered everyone 
back to work by Wednesday. Few 
obeyed. 
On Leap Day, the judge extended 
junction to-20 day$ and for 
the third time announced a back-to- 
work order. This time he ordered 
fines as well — $3000 a shift against 
Local 4060, $200 a shift against the 
fired president, $50 a shift against 
the two safety committeemen, and 
$25 per shift against each of four 
other local officers. Faced with this 
blackmail, the officers were ordered 
to end the strike. The judge added, 
“do we want to leave something for 
our children or will we end up like 
Afghanistan, having been taken 
over by somebody else, with no 
courts to appear in to obtain jus- 
tice?”’ Justice for whom? 

The arbitration was settled by 
March 3. The president was fired, 
and the committeemen suspended 
for 30 days. The arbitration suppos- 
edly broke a company policy not to 





It is a potential weapon to the 
Defense Dept. who want to use it 
Buck Rogers style to incinerate 
missiles, satellites, or enemy person- 
nel. Further, even lacking an offen- 
sive military purpose, it becomes a 
highly vulnerable target. Thus its 
soundness for use as a power source 
rates not much higher than that of 
dependence on foreign oil or uran- 
ium. 

* Then there are the unknown en- 
vironmental factors. What does 
microwave exposure do to living 
things? Scientists disagree on the 
extent of the danger. Transmitting 
the beam to earth may be a danger 
in itself. The beam may be refracted 
by clouds and wind up somewhere 
else, perhaps quick frying albuquer- 
que or Phoenix. Continuous rocket 
launches of people and material 
(perhaps several a day for years) 
will cause sonic booms, add much 
water to our atmosphere at about 
40 km. high to unknown conse- 
quences, and raise the risk of dis- 
asters from transporting volatile 
rocket fuel.

arbitrate during a strike. This made 
little difference in terms of the deci- 
sion. The local president was 
charged with starting a strike and 
fired. The committeemen were 
found to have been irresponsible 
for not ordering the wildcat ended 
and suspended. Perhaps they too 
would have been fired without the 
walkout. By Monday, March 3, the 
strike had ended. 

On March 6, Consol announced 
the firing of 12 more miners from 
No. 20 who had been identified as 
pickets. This was in line with prior 
arbitrations, and it is unlikely that 
the 12 workers will be able to get 
their jobs back through the griev- 
ance procedure. This action by 
Consol points out the poverty of 
business unionism. When efforts to 
maintain solidarity are killed, it 'ser- 
ves to divide and weaken the rank 
and file, the real strength of work- 
ing class action. It is a tragedy of 
history — Taft-Hartley and other 
labor laws have limited legal means 
of direct action. Unions have be- 
come auxiliaries of company per- 
sonnel offices with a mission to dis- 
cipline their members. The UMW 
has had a poor record in this area of 
“responsible” unionism, much to 
the credit of the rank and file. This 
challenge did not draw a response 
from miners, a troubling sign that 
perhaps business unionism and the 
wretched joke of ‘‘partners in pro- 
duction” has triumphed. Four 
years ago, almost 120,000 miners 
across the nation defied a federal 
judge and won the immediate issue,

variety of dangers. On earth it 
will be more of the same — con- 
struction, mining, and ‘manuf: 
turing hazards. For those up in 
Space actually assembling SPS, a 
new frontier of industrial hazards 
presents  itself.Weightlessness can 
cause calcium loss from the bones, 
red cell mass reductions, dizziness, 
and space motion sickness. General 
life support problems will be 
another hurdle to be jumped in 
construction in space. It will require 
hospitals or medical facilities to be 
available. Also, recreation is going 
to be needed to lessen psychological 
stress. Finally, radiantion will limit 
the amount of time the space 
workers can remain on the job. 

This is just the tip of the iceberg 
as far as problems go with the 
Satellite Power System. The main 
energy problems are avoided by this 
pie in the sky approach to solar 
power. Yet nearly $76 Billion will be 
spent in the next 17 years on'SPS. 
The reason for this is clear: centra- 
lized rectennae mean that we 
remain hooked to the utility com- 
panies’ grid, paying ever increasing

although they did not succeed in 
stopping court interference in their 
fights. Partners in production is a 
dream invented in the 1950s when 
the growth of American economy 
seemed stable and assured, when 
eminent sociologists declared that 
economic classes had disappeared. 
The 1970’s ended those dreams for 
steelworkers, autoworkers, con- 
struction workers and others where 
they had existed. In the coalfields 





faced with a depressed coal market 
the illusions were always tattered 
and faded. This strike and its out- 
come may indicate that what could 
not be won with the outstretched 
carrot may be enforced with the 
stick. 

At the end of the 110 day 1977-78 
coal strike, it was predicted that 
company-worker relations would 
improve, eliminating the wave of 
wildcats that has surged through 
the coalfields since the 1960s. In 
fact, there have been one-tenth as 
many strikes, but not because the 
contract is such a good deal.

day-to-day needs. It means that we 
continue to grow, developing ever 
new ways of wasting premium 
energy. The real promise of solar 


power, wood, cleanly-burnt and + 


safely-produced coal, and biomass 
conversion is that energy is used in 
the most efficient manner by those 
who need it. Massive electric grids 
require 20% overproduction in case 
of failures. Much of the cost of 
these systems is the distribution of 
the power to distant areas and the 
loss of energy on the way.

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Many people had mountains of 
debts to deal with from the contract 
strike. Others turned their efforts 
towards getting rid of then-Presi- 
dent Arnold Miller. Others faced 
layoffs as the demand for coal 
slumped during the energy crisi 
Still, strikes happened around sup- 
port for organizing drives in West 
Virginia, and around the hiring of 
non-union workers at mines with 
laid-off brothers and sisters. This 
most recent wildcat was the biggest, 
but the longest post-contract strike 
occurred in east Kentucky. There, 
eight men scheduled to receive capi 
tal punishment were, instead, sus- 
pended for 10 days. Solidarity 
yielded better results that tithe. 

Fighting the boss becomes a way 
of life after a while. The bosses in 
the coalfields are among the-major 
energy corporations of the world 
selling oil, gas, coal, uranium, and 
probably apples to street vendors 
during the depression. Death in the 
mines can come quickly, six have 
died in West Virginia in two months. 
Black lung caused by coal dust is a 
slow killer that claims people in 
their forties and fifties as withered 
shells hacking and choking their 
lives away. Miners do not give their 
silent assent to this, but the fight 
must grow and change. Worker- 
controlled safety programs and 
worker-run mines can be much 
safer and productive as well. On the 
road to self-management, there are 
many tools besides strikes such as 
working to the rules that nobody 
usually bothers with or slowdowns 
or sitdowns. The answer"chosen in 
the coalfields will be an important 
one, since fighting the boss is one 
habit we should all nurture. 











the collectors. Passive solar eon- 
struction means big problems for 
the electric utilities just as methanol 
and ethanol mean trouble for big 
oil. If we have learned anything from 
long gas lines, heartstopping utility 
bills, and endless public service an- 
nouncements extolling Gulf Oil and 
the rest, it is that we are in their 
grip. As long as a few people con- 
trol what we can buy and how we 
lead our lives in terms of heating, 
transportation, and other 
necessities, we are not free, It mat- 
ters very little that those people are 
chairmen of the board or chairmen 
of the party. We are the ones who 
put up with the problems, who are 
told what energy will cost. And SPS 
is another way of keeping us on the

The 5th Congress of the Confed- 
eracion Nacional del Trabajo of 
Spain got underway on December 
8, 1979 in Madrid. The location was 
a municipal exhibition hall which 
the Madrid region CNT whipped in- 
to shape in a period of two weeks of 
cleaning and painting. 

Juan Gomez Casas, a former 
general-secretary of the CNT, an- 
nounced at an opening press con- 
ference that the CNT had 300,000" 
members of which 85,000 were mili- 
tants. A total of 737 delegates from 
450. unions met for the first time in 
full congress since the re-birth of 
the CNT inside Spain a few years 
ago. On the first day of the congress 
the syndicate Gastronomica de 
Madrid served 1,700 meals to the 
delegates and observers. The organ- 
ization of the congress with its 
medical, information, press and 
food services was very well planned 
and worked out by the volunteers. 

In an atmosphere of tension and 
uncertainty the CNT delegates 
faced a massive and complex eight- 
een point agenda that was scheduled 
to last eight days. Observers pre- 
dicted that the CNT would tear it- 
self apart during this congress be- 
cause of internal disagreements. 
Other observers had predicted that 
the CNT would go reformist. 

For the first three and a half days 
the congress moved at a snail’s pace 
amid extraordinary verbal violence 
and procedural wrangling. Workers 
had not had the opportunity to 
work together in the setting of a 
large-scale libertarian congress be- 
fore during this generation and con- 
sequently the practice of conducting 
such a meeting was unknown. They 
had not fought many workplace 
battles together since the CNT re- 
emerged, and had not co-ordinated 
their struggles together. In a word a 
whole vital common experience was 
missing. 

Nevertheless by Tuesday Decem- 
ber 11th most of the acrimony had 
subsided. Some 35-50 delegates had 
left the congress in disgust. But 
from that date on, the congress got 
down to dealing with the massive 
agenda in a systematic way. This 
agenda included items like: the pro- 
cedures of the congress; principles,

tactics and goals of anarchosyndic- 
alism; the organizational basis of 
the CNT; a study of the actual na- 
tional and international situation; 
labour and trade union strategy; 
press, propaganda and education; 
repression, the CNT and prisoners 
(the congress received messages of 
solidarity from the prisoners in the 
Segovia prison); the relationship of 
the CNT to other organizations; the 
position of the CNT before other 
issues — education, ecology, muni- 
cipalties and neighbourhoods, 
health, .etc.; an evaluation of the 
1936-1939 period; and the election 
of a general-secretary. 

Besides the tensions which arose 
as a result of the lack of a common 
experience as noted above, the con- 
gress atmosphere was also charged 
with the conflicting perspectives of 
some of the pressure groups inside 
and outside the CNT. These groups 
included various groups ‘‘in exile”, 
the FAI and the FIGA from inside 
Spain as well as nationalist and 
Marxist. influenced groups. The 
average age of a CNT worker is 25, 
and this presents tremendous prob- 
lems. This young membership was 
attracted to the CNT because of a

Q. How would you describe the pre- 
sent situation regarding the 
development of the FAI? 

A. The FAI almost disappeared 


rejection of the socialist and com- 
munist unions, for intellectua] rea- 
sons, and because they were attrac- 
ted by the CNT’s militancy. 

The question of what the basic 
philosophy of the CNT should be 
was dealt with as follows. A five 
person commission was elected 
which studied and synthesized all 
the mandates received from the var- 
ious member syndicates. The com- 
mission thereafter submitted its re- 
port/document before the congress 
which adopted jt after 12 hours of 
exhaustive debate... The .14.-page 
document essentially took the 1936 
Saragossa CNT congress declara- 
tion as its point of departure and 
then went on to elaborate what an- 
archosyndicalism was for today and 
libertarian communism for tomor- 
row. The CNT congress by adopt- 
ing this document clearly opted for 
the revolutionary tradition of an- 
archosyndicalism. 

A second controversial agenda 
was to be the CNT’s relationship to 
the larger libertarian movement in 
Spain. Here the CNT congress de- 
cided it would remain a trade union 
movement first and foremost. Some, 
unions wanted it to become a gen- 


and at the moment is not very 

strong. At the moment what it is 

doing is trying to use its potential 

throughthe unions. The FAI would 

make no sense if the unions did not 

exist. It is within the unions where 

anarcho-syndicalists are formed. In 

this case the FAI is an extra power 

for the unions. 

Q. What are the FAI’s objectives in 

terms of helping to give direction to 

the CNT? 

A. The FAI is willing that the CNT 

should follow the path of anarcho- 

syndicalism to reach libertarian 

communism in the last instance. 

Q. Would you say the FAI‘s influ- 

ence in the CNT is increasing? 

A. It is increasing little by little, but 

it is increasing and one of the 

reasons is that among the CNT 

militants the ones involved in the 

FAI are almost the only ones who 

really behave as anarcho-syn- 

dicalists and who really are in the 
places where help and action are 
required. 

Q. Are your gains in strength oc- 
curing particularly among young 
anarchists? 

A. The increase in strength is main- 
ly by gaining popularity among 
young militants. 

Q. — Are there many active FAI 
“members alive who were veterans of 


eralized libertarian movement in- 
corporating the labour movement. 
While this position was rejected, 
the CNT pledged to help build up a 
parallel libertarian movement along- 
side itself, which it would help bring: 
together and which would include 
the neighbourhood movement, eco- 
logy, women’s, gay and other move- 
ments. 

While the majority of the con- 
gress rejected the concept of collec- 
tive-bargaining in favour of the an- 
archosyndicalist concept of direct

The congress showed its weak- 
ness in dealing with several quest- 
ions including international matters 
(while the AIT has now moved to 
Spain it is quite out of touch with 
labour insurgency in many coun- 
tries), the attitude towards women 
is very immature and their role at 
the congress was marginal, a full 
ecology consciousness has yet to be 
developed, and the relationship be-

Q. Does the FAI have a clear posi- 
tion on the participation of CNT- 
FAI members in the bourgeois

tween struggles in the workplace 
and with struggles in various places 
in society in general has still to be 
developed. During the congress 
mass demonstrations. were taking 
place in Madrid and other cities in 


Spain by students, provoked by the 
police murder of three students. 
There is much conflict going on 
within the education system in 
Spain. The police are still quite a 
force apart from the influence of 
the politicians. The CNT was not 
able to offer substantial support to 


the student movement during these 
events. 


Most delegates I spoke to were 
satisfied with the Sth congress while 
admitting that a lot of ground has 
been lost by the CNT over the last 
year or so. Many people have turned 
their backs on the CNT. All sorts of 
radicals flocked to the CNT when it 
re-emerged who it turns out either 
knew nothing of anarchosyndicalism, 


were not interested in it, or who 
wanted to develop a form of anarch- 
ism that bypassed the labour move- 
ment. 


The coming year will have to be 
one of consolidation. The new na- 
tional committee will be in Madrid, 
with Pepe Bondia (from Metal 
Madrid) as general secretary. The 
6th congress will probably be held 
in a year or so and should indicate 
how solid anarchosyndicalism is in 
Spain.

such organization had the responsi: 
sibility to participate in either kind 
of government because having been 
away from the government the 
responsibility could have been even 
greater since the possibilities for 
controlling the situation would have 
been very scarce. 

Q. How do you feel about the prac- 
ticality of having formed a military 
alliance instead, in particular with 
the more left-wing elements of the 
Socialist General Union of Worker 
(UGT) 

A. Most of the top ranks of the So- 
cialist Party were-being absorbed by 
the Communist Party in the 
Government. Collaboration 
militarily between the UGT ranks 
and the anarchists was already a 
fact. 

A strictly military alliance made 
no sense. In July, 1936 even, the 
forces of the revolution did not 
have enough strength to fully con- 
solidate the revolution and had to 
look for help from others and only 
the Russians would provide it. They 
in turn supplied it through the 
Spanish Communist Party which 
led to the growth of its power.

SAN SALVADOR STOMP 

The Assassination of Archbishop Romero of San Salvador 
has once more thrust that tiny Central American principality 
onto the front pages of Western dailies. The Archbishop was 
almost certainly killed by right-wing terrorists, alarmed at his 
support of the masses “legitimate right to revolutionary viol- 
ence”, although the bourgeois press attempted to pass off 
the strained theory that the assassination was the work of lef- 
interested in fermenting an anti-right backlash, Such an 
approach is typical of the Western media’s slavish loyalty to 
ruling class ideology. By tarring left and right-wing violence 
with the same brush the Western press creates a climate con- 
ducive to the triumph of the State terrorists and their claim to 

a monopoly on the ‘‘legitimate”’ use of violence. 
The “moderate” ruling junta, which overthrew the mili- 




















implementing one-half of the traditional Latin American 
revolutionary slogan “Land and Liberty’. Under a three-stage 
plan most of the land now owned by the elite 400 families 
would be turned over to the peasants. But land without liber- 
ty, both social and economic, is meaningless and the Marxist 
opposition has rightly condemned the plan as being “‘merely 
cosmetic”. The 400 families would be compensated for the 
loss of direct control over their land and their position as the 
ruling class of San Salvador would be left untouched. + 

A jittery Carter regime has pledged $50 million in econom- 
ic aid and, more importantly, $6 million in military aid plus 
an offer to supply “U.S. military training squads.” In the 
current jingoistic mood, Carter feels confident that he can 
prop-up the San Salvadorean regime much more effectively 
than he was able to assist the Somoza regime in Nicaragua. 

That the San Salvadorean regime will be willing to wage a 
bitter civil war against the people is beyond doubt. In 1932, 
about 32,000 peasants were massacred by government troops 
when they demanded better working and living conditions 
and troops have been used many times since to quell distur- 
bances. But, to echo the words of the Spanish anarchist 
Buenaventura Durruti, “The bourgeoisie might blast and 
ruin its own world before it leaves the stage of history. We 
carry a new world here, in our hearts, and that world is 
growing in this minute.”

IDEODROME EDITOR 
JAILED IN GREECE 


Greek political activist and publisher of the anarchist mag- 
azine Ideodrome, Leonidas Christakis, has been sentenced to 
ten months in prison and a fine of 30,000 drachmas (about 
1,000 dollars) on one count of violating Greece’s pornography 
jaws and 45 days in jail on a second count. The,45 day sen- 
tence can be suspended on payment of a fine. 

This action is just ane of the many attacks by the State on 
the libertarian left in Greece, In the next issue ofthe NAA, 
we will have an article on the most recent examples of police 
abuse of civil liberties and the harassment of political acti- 
vists. This campaign of intimidation has been conducted in 
such a blatant manner that even the establishment media has 
condemned it. 

Christakis denied the charges in an article in Ideodrome, 
and stated that “It is not by chance that in the last three years 
1 have had two to four trials annually. The political sign 
cance of these charges is that they are not about political 
statements but about pornography in a society where the 
number of porno magazines is over 130.” 

One of the articles for which Christakis was charged was 
titled “The Ideology of Women in Prison.”

Abscam Follies

To the surprise of absolutely no- 
one the FBI has demonstrated that 
politicians, like everything else in 
capitalist society, are bought and 
sold. ABSCAM, the FBI sting oper- 
ation that caught eleven congres- 
smen with their hands in the till, has 
sent political hacks along the Poto- 
mac scurrying for cover. 

Used to baiting the unwary citi- 
zen with sex and drugs, gumshoes at 
the Justice Department were unpre- 
pared for the overwhelming stam- 
pede of politicians succumbing to 
the lure of money. As one bemused 
federal prosecutor remarked, “We 
never targeted any congressman. 
We just laid out all that money and 
they came running to try for a piece 
of it. It was like guys coming out of 
the bush saying ‘Hey, give me some 
of the money.’ They'd pay one guy 
and the next day five guys would be 
calling them, guys they didn’t 
know.” Thankfully for the politi- 
cians the operation was not guided 
by a more-the-merrier approach 
and in a display of uncharacteristic 
charity, the FBI terminated the op- 
n before all of Capital Hill 





was implicated. Consequently, the 
intriguing question of just- how. 
many politicians could fall for the 
same scam has been left unanswer- 
ed. Those of the philosophical per- 
suasion who may have been looking 
for a contemporary variation on 
that old medieval question of how 
many angels can dance on the head 
of a pin, need look no further. 

For the rest of us, however, it is 
time to move beyond our generaliz- 





ed contempt of power and corrup- . 


tion. Congress after all is no fly-by- 
night operation. They’ve been rip- 
ping us off for years out of the same 
location.. These same scoundrels 
will, in all probability, soon vote to 
reimpose the draft. It is no accident 
that the kind of people who have no 
difficulty in accepting bribes, like- 
wise have no difficulty in sending 
young people to war. The wonder is 
not that politicians are corrupt, but 
that we persist in trusting our lives 
and liberties with such patent 
crooks. 

Perhaps the most ironic aspect in 
this political farce is the fact that 
unlike other commodities the price 





grown man, the teenagers will suf- 
fer “only” humiliation and shame. 
What kind of people enjoy inflict- 
ing this on people smaller and 
weaker than they are? And what 
will the kids conclude from such 
treatment about themselves and the 
nature of human society? It is not

Consider how the official ritual 
only a pale reflection of daily reality 
in the patriarchal family.

over the years. While it took almost 
,000 in today’s money to buy a pol- 
during the Teapot Dome scan- 
dal of the 1920’s, the current model 
sells for a bargain $40,000 on the aver- 
age. If such trends continue, the price 
of a politician may well be within the 
reach of the average voter by the end 
of the century. 






As anarchists, however, we do not 
particularly look forward to a time 
when there is a congressman in every 
pocket. On the contrary, this country 
needs nothing less than a wholesale 
congressional clearance. For as long as 
people continue to buy the historic con 
game that leaders somehow stand be- 
tween us and barbarism, then we will 
continue to be the direct victims of our 
own acquiescence. Meanwhile, the 
authoritarian lie becomes progressively 


more transparent as governments e- 
verywhere lurch towards increasingly 
apocalyptic forms of chaos. If we 
choose to remain silent accomplices, 
then Bakunin’s observation that “The 
only thing worse than the will to com- 
mand is the will to obey”, may be- 
come the epitaph for all us us. 


Twenty Months and Counting 


The brutally long strike by members of the Lumber and Sawmill 
Workers’ Union Local 2693 against the multi-national giant Boise 
Cascade of Canada Ltd. in Kenora and Fort Francis, Ontario is con- 
tinuing with no end in sight. The major issues at stake in this strike cen- 
tre on company demands that its employees purchase their own wood- 
cutting equipment at a-cost of over $50,000 and begin to perform piece- 
work rather than hourly wage labour. The workers view the first 
demand as a company attempt to make them pay for the right to their 
jobs and recognize a change-over to piece-rates as an intensified form of 
ensldvement to the boss. 

The length of this strike has taken a tremendous toll. Of the original 
300 strikers less than 100 remain out. In addition to bearing an enor- 
mous financial burden the strikers have had to cope with massive police 
repression, Earlier, 200 Ontario Provincial Police were unleashed again- 
st the picket line resulting in the arrest of the strike’s leaders and some 
wives of the strikers. 

Beginning last autumn Boise Cascade officially claimed it was no 
longer recognizing the strike. Nonetheless, those still out remain 
defiant. They take heart in knowing the company’s operations have 
been cut by possibly as much as one-half and that it needs to import wood. 
from outside the province is a considerable expense. 

Most importantly, they view their struggle in a broader perspective. 
They know their defeat would open the way for other pulp and paper 
companies operating in Northwestern Ontario to follow Boise Cascade’s 
example. 

This critical strike deserves the support of workers everywhere. Èx- 
pression of support can be sent to the Lumber and Sawmill Workers 
Local 2693, P.O. Box 2384, Labour Centre, Thunder Bay, Ontario.

For Whom the Bell Tolls... 


Bell workers in the Communication Workers of Canada (CWC) 
union within Ontario and Quebec have reached a tentative agreement | 
with the company after a three month strike. It was clear that the 
monopoly provoked the strike to punish workers for unionizing along 
industrial lines and rejecting the old sell out company association, Ef- 
fectively Bell as agreed to substantially the same settlement they refused 
to accept as early as December 21, 1979. 

The union has gained significant improvements in some areas of em- 
ployment practice. Just cause must be demonstrated in any firings. 
Favouritism in hiring and promotion has been lessened. As well, time 
off has been increased by extended vacations. 

On the other hand no great inroads have been made against the basic 
paternalistic character of Bell management practices. In addition the 
contract does not adequately protect CWC membets against 
technological changes. The crack CWC workers have put in the Bell 
must be widened by continuing to press for the expropriation of the 
monopoly to the workers who have created the company’s assets. Only 
in this fashion can workers regain control over technological change and 
the work day routine. 


Women Back Into Stelco 

A seven month campaign for the Women Back Into Stelco Committee 
was partially successful for the women who started it. Four of the five 
women who took legal action against the largest employer in Hamilton, 
Ontario, have gotten production jobs in the plant. As well, close to 40 
women have recently been hired to work in the 12,000= person pro- 
duction force. The women are still demanding: A guarantee that the fif- 
th women is hired; retroactive pay to the time each woman filed job ap- 
plications; payment of personal and moral damages; and implemen- | 
tation of programs to counteract the job discrimination. If the last de- 
mand in met, several thousand high paying blue collar jobs will be 
opened to women in the city. 





Slaving Harder for Less 


Eight percent of the Hamilton Letter Carriers Union of Canada 
(LCUC) membership voted against the new contract on Wednesday, 
March 5 and with good reason. Due to inflation we were offered no gain 
but a substantial loss since our cost-of-living-allowance (COLA) is being 
incorporated into our pay-checks at a 50 cent increase and future COLA 
only starts to work at 6 per cent. No dental-medical-optical benefits, no 
shorter working hours, no additional break — but a $350 Christmas 
bonus and our own back pay are being used as bait to lure members into 
the trap. 

On top of this injustice, workers are being told we must slave harder 
because the Post Office is in deep financial straits. Management had 
kindly informed us they are willing to listen to our ideas to get them out 
of this predicament. They are slowly whittling away at our jobs. For 
example, in Toronto 50 MSC jobs have been deleted — yet they expect 
us to give the ideas and work harder for them at a cost only to us. I can’t 
help but agree with other workers in the post office that we should be 
working shorter hours to protect our jobs and create new ones.”
